LONDON, Dec. 14.—Lord Rosebery’s re- 
appearance in the political arena at Chest- 
erfield next Monday is awaited by the 
whole country with almost unprecedented 

interest. 

He is to speak to a gathering of Derby- 
shire Liberals. A railway shed has been 
prepared to accommodate 5000 people and 
provision has been made for an overflow 
meeting of 300 more. 

Lord Rosebery has preserved the secret 
of his present sentiment regarding the war 
with such complete success that all parties 
are on tip-toe of expectation, not deyoid 
of anxiety. It is not even known whether 
this is to be a single spasm of activity 


or the beginning of @ campaign to re- 
constitute the iberal party and regain 
its leadership. 

The earl's jingo tendencies: in the past 
seem to point inevitably to his embracing 
Liberal imperialism, but being by tempera- 
ment an Opportunist and addicted to dra- 
matic surprises, it is possible he may 
throw in his lot with Sir Henry *Campvbell- 
Bannerman and -the buik of the Liberal 

rty who are more courageously advocat- 
ng conciliation and appealing with in- 
creasing force to the humanity of the na- 
tion against persevering in a war of ex- 
termination. 

Rosebery’s capacity for preserving his 
own counsel is phenomenal. This reticence 
has resulted in placing the local organizers 
of the Chesterfield meeting in an extraor- 
dinary predicament. Being absolutely in 
the dark as to the line he propdses to také 
they have been unable to draft any reso- 
lutions for him to speak to. They ap- 
pealed to Mr. Asquith, the Liberal imperial- 
ist leader, for guidance, but he confessed 
that, although he recently paid a visit to 
the Earl of Rosebery, he was entirely 
unable to advise them what kind of reso- 
lution would suit him. 

The Liberal imperialist section of parlia- 
mentarians are going to the meeting in a 
body in the hope that the earl may come 
down on their side of the fence. But they 
would not be surprised if he disappeared on 
the other side. 


Great Opportunity 
for Rosebery. 
This instability of purpose would .not in- 
icate that Lord Rosebery is the stamp of 


man fitted to lead the country at this mo- 
mentous crisis in its fortunes, but the truth 
is the people are so thoroughly disheartened 
by the present ministry's inaptitude and ard 
so distracted by the desperate outlook that 
they are willing to throw hemselves into 
Lord Roseberry’s arms, despite his failure 
as premier, because he is not committed 
to either’ side of the question of the war, 
and there is a deep-rooted pupular belief 
in his patriotism. 

No.public man in England has had such 
an orportunity in fifty years. But Lord 
Rosebery’s life has been one long opypfor- 
tunity, and his grasp has ever been feeble 
and uncertain. His friends declare that 
his nervous system has been so shattered 
of late years that now less than ever is he 
vapable of any sustained effort. 

Physically he has deteriorated far more 
rapidly than his years warrant. Restless- 
ness has developed in his case into a dis- 
ease He rarely stops three successive nights 
in any one of his houses. He is perpetu- 


ally making aimless journeys up and down] 


the country, rushing off on mysterious vis- 
‘ts to Calais, Vienna, Naples and all man- 
ner of unlikely places, where he no sooner 
arrives than he leaves again. 

His character is a puzzle, his. ambition 
is a puzzle, and his present political at- 
tachment is the greatest puzzle of the day.

INTERVENTION NOT ASKED 


Argentine Denies That Its Minister 
Was Authcrized to Appeal to 
the. United States. 


BUENOS AYRES, Argentina, Dec. 14— 
The United States minister in Santiago 
informed his government that President 
Roca was disposed to accept mediation. 
Secretary Hay thereupon instructed Minis- 
ter Lord here to extend the good offices 
of the United States to Argentina. 

Minister Lord conferred with the foreign 
minister, Senor Alcorta, who declared that 
he did not believe it opportune to accept 
foreign mediation at the present time. 

The Tribuna, President Roca’s organ, 
strongly denies the truth of a dispatch sent 
to the London Dally Telegraph from Wash- 
ington announcing that the Argentine min- 
ister, Senor Garcia Merou, requested the 
mediati¢n of the United States. The paper 
says the Argentine minister in Washington 
never did such a thing. 

Brazilian and Uruguayan papers declare 
that neither country could remain neutral 
in case of war, in view of the tm tance 
of the interests which would be &Sffected 
by the struggle.

BANDIT WHO WAS SENT TO 
PRISON FROM ST. LOUIS. 


Three Men Arrested in East Tennessee. 
Having in Their Possession Notes 
Stolen in Montana Train 
Robbery. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KNOXVILLB, Tenn., Dec. 14.—Every in- 
dication points to the supposition that 
Harry Longbaugh, the alleged confederate 
of Kilpatrick, sentenced in St. Louis to 18 
years’ imprisonment for the recent Montana 
bank robbery, was the man who: last night 
shot and wounded fatally Patrolman Say- 
ler, seriously shot another patrolman and 
nearly choked to death supposed con- 
federate. 

Longbaugh is the man who eluded the 
Nashville (Tenn.) police a few weeks ago 
and escaped from there in an ice wagon, 
and an eyewitness to that escapade, who 
also knows the nervy man, declares that 
the description of the man who did last 
night’s work and that of Longbaugh tallies 
to a nicety. 


The police are also confident that the 
unknown is Longbaugh who, after wound- 
ing two policemen and defying a tougn 
crowd which pursued him, escaped. To- 
day the police arrested and have in cus- 
tody three men who reside here, James 
Boley, Luther -Brady and Jonathan Whip- 
le, all of whom had notes stolen in the 

ontana robbery, who have been the sup- 
posed Longbaugh’s companions for seve.al 
days. The notes are undoubtedly out of 
the robbery, think the local detectives, and 
this, together with the known fact that 
Longbaugh has been reported in East Ten- 
nessee during the past few days, make the 
identity of the man almost certain. 

The men under arrest refused to divulge 
the name of the man, but after a seveie 
sweating admitted that their escaped con- 
federate had a large amount of the same 
kind of notes in his possession. 

When summoned by the patrolmen the 
man fought like a tiger, seeming to be- 
lieve that he was wanted for something 
other than the fight in which he was ¢n- 
gaged. . He made his way out of the city 
toward*the cast, and a strong pvusse is 
following. However, the chance for his 
escape seems great, as he got a good start 
before he was tracked, bloodhounds losing 
the trail. During yesterday, while drunk, 
the epee Longbaugh and his associates 
changed some of the stolen bank notes into 
the hands of prominent merchants.

POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., Dec. 14.—Years 
cut little figure with Cupid at Poplar Bluff. 
Or if the wily archer has developed any 
penchant in that booming capital of But- 
ler County it is for the young and fender. 
Not less than half a hundred maidens not 
yet of legal age have felt his arrows in 
their hearts with unerring accuracy during 
the last few months and have sought the 
balm of matrimony for the wounds. 

Four of these, who are now wives, are 


girls of 14 years, nine have seen another 
summer, twenty-two are just 16, and the 
rest are 17. ‘The story would not have 
te gy even there had not Deputy Clerk 
BE. E. Graham of the Circuit Court, who 
issues the licenses, interfered with the 
plans of many youns people and prevented 
the marriage of girls under 14. In one case 
a girl of 11 appeared with her stepfather 
seeking a license to marry a boy of 1a, 
but the permit was refused. 

lerk L. Abington, in whose charge 
the marriage license department of Butler 
County should be, is fll at a hospital in St. 
Louls. In his absence Mr. Graham, opr 
whom his duties devolved, was impressed 
with the fact that a great many extreme- 
ly young persons were applying to him for 
permission to wed. He footed up the age 
column in his record book with the result 
given. He found more than that to igterest 
him. He found that of the girls few had 
both parents living. many had none at all. 
and a majority wre “vouched for’ (being 
minors) by peraone bearing other names 
than those of the girls. 


Most Little Girls 

From the Country.

Reached Tuesday. ~ 


GENERAL RUSH TO SELL OUT. 
COLD WEATHER RALLIED THE 
MARKETS FRIDAY. 


Feeding of Wheat to Stock Increasing 
in Southwestern States, Causing 
Decrease in Movement— 

Corn Receipts Fall- 
ing Off. 


The grain advance which started over two 
weeks ago, shoving prices up rapidly, was 
suddenly checked last week. The bears, 
who had been fleeing to cover, captured the 
market, and the result was an overwhelm- 
ing defeat for the bulls, who were enthu- 
siastically talking dollar wheat. 

It was merely speculation which sent 
wheat bounding up. Outside of an increase 
in the feeding of wheat to stock, conditions 
were not bullish. Prices had gone up so 
rapidly that foreign buying had fallen off 
and the clearances for the week were only 
3,879,000 bu, compared with 4,604,000 bu the 
previous week. Primary receipts were 1,- 
614,727 bu more than a year ago, being 6,- 
307.727 bu. But the bulls had attracted the 
attention of the public to wheat. Wall 
street, becoming disgusted with a con- 


stantly declining market, turned to wheat. 
Their buying, combined with heavy country 
orders, sent priees upward. The cilmax 
was reached Tuesday. ay wheat had been 
advanced to 864%c, and May corn to Tlic, 
the highest prices for the new crops. These 
prices were inducing the farmers to part 
with their surplus grain and the receipts 
were increasing rapidly. Farseeing specu- 
lators started to taking profits on their 
purchases. The market began to sag. Tne 
country quit buying and put in selling or- 
ders. On top of this came short selling 
by ere and prices went down with a 
crash. 

May wheat dropped to 8154c and May corn 
to 68%4c before there was a rally of enough 
consequence to check the break. It came 
when a cold wave swept down from the 
northwest and sent the thermometer below 
zero in all the states west of the Missis- 
sippi river and east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. When the market closed Saturday 
May wheat was off 1@l\%c for the week, 
having rallied %@ic from the low point. 

After the d in prices the farmer. in the 
southwest to se.| wheat. and the receipts 
became lighter. Even the sprifg wheat movement 
showed a falling off toward the end of the week.

He Fear Neither Man Nor Great 
Spirit, but Behaved Like a Reg- 
ular Savage Anarchist. 


GUTHRIE, O. T., Dec. 14.—Near the Sac 
and Fox agency in this territory is a 
spot avoided by the Indians of those tribes 
because of a superstitiuos belief. It is a 
grave and this is igs story: 

The Sac and Fox tribes were cursed 
with a genuine Bluebeard or squaw killer 
about twenty-five years ago. The monster's 
name was Nonockee (Lightning Flash). He 
was dreaded and feared by every member 
of the united nation of the Sacs and 
Foxes. He killed not less than nine of 
his wives. Nonockee never captured a bride 
by buying or coaxing; he simply took them 
by sheer ‘force or intimidation. He feared 
neither man nor the Great Spirit,. but be- 
heved like a regular savage anarchist. 
The Indian squaw..kijler. always appeared 
in and outside of his wizgwam in war 
paint, and he was nearly continually on 
the warpath. Lightning Flash. was- gen- 
erally regarded as the Mochee Manito (dev- 
ii) in human form. There was great re- 
joilcing when the redskin Bluebeard was 
dead, and even his nearest relatives simply 
cried for joy. His carcass was buried among 
a lonely cluster of black-jacks, about one- 
half mile southwest from the Sac and Fox 
agency. The four Indlans who buried the 
most brutal of all brutal savages were 
blindfolded while they put the remains of 
the expert squaw-killer under the ground. 
It is said that for superstitious reasons 
no memhker of the Sac and Fox nation ever 
visited Nonockee’s grave. Even the Indian 
ponies are net allowed to graze near the 
wretch’'s last resting place. The old Sacs 
and Foxés_who knew the wholesale wife 
murderer seldom mention his name, bellev- 
ing that the evil spirit of Lightning Flash 


might haunt and torment them.

MRS. M’KINLEY AWAITING SUM- 
MONS TO JOIN HUSBAND. 


CRUSHED BY HER SORROW 


All Her Ambitions and Hopes Lie 
Buried With Him in West- 
lawn Cemetery. 


CANTON, O., Dec. 14.—When Dr. Rixey 
left Canton two months ago for Washing- 
ton it was with the understanding that he 
would not return to this city as the physi- 
cian vf Mrs. McKinley unless her condiion 
should change for the worse from what it 
then was. Hier health, for her, was then 
about normal. That state has continued and 
when her physicians are asked now as to 
her health they reply, in the general, that 
she is doing very well. 

The statement is true, but not all the 
truth. Physically Mrs. McKinley is about in 
the same condition as she has been in for 
years, but there are features about her 
case that make her friends anxious for her. 
It is the period of Mrs. McKinley's mourn- 
ing, and, of course, she would not be ex- 
pected to go out much even if physicaily 
strong, but it is also the period of Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley’s melancholy. It is over the latter 
feature that her friends are most ag@xious. 

The widow of the lamented President, ex- 
cepting short drives, remains at home in 
the little wooden house in North Market 
street, made famous by the pilgrimage of 
thousands of voters who swore fealty to 
McKiniey in 1896 and again in 1900, and 
which has entertained many of the best 
known statesmen of the nation. 


Says Life 
Is a Void. 

To Mrs. McKinley life is but a void. She 
expressed to Dr. Manchester, the pastor 
and loving friend of the McKinleys, short- 
ly after the martyred President's funeral, 
a desire to die and join her husband. This 
desire is still present. She talks but little, 
to her friends, but sits at home and spends 


much time weeping, as she thinks of him 
who was for many years her stay and com- 
forter. Her unspeakable loss is only felt. 

Mrs. McKinley is constantly attended by 
her sister, Mrs. M. C. Barber, who has giv- 
en up her usual home duties and devotes 
all her time and energy to making life as 
pleasant as possible for Mrs. McKinley. 
The world but littl knows with what love 
and sacrifice this attention is given by Mrs. 
Barber. 

The day after the President was laid in 
the vault in Westlawn Cemetery Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley was driven to the tomb, was al- 
lowed to enter and to remain for a short 
time beside the casket containing her be- 
loved dead. This visit was repeated dally. 
In order to make the stay as comfortable 
as possible for her a rocking chair was 
placed in the vault beside the casket and a 
rug was over the floor to prevent dampness 
from causing Mrs. McKinley any ill effects. 
Friends have at last prevailed on Mrs, Mc- 
Kinley not to enter the vault, ard her vis- 
its now are to the tomb and to the family 
lot. where rest the ashes of her children. 

Callers on Mrs. McKinley are but few, ag 
she is so despondent that even her most In- 
timate friends have failed to bring back 
any degree of cheer to her. Her pleasures, 
if she has any, are in the past, and mayhap 
in thinking of the future when her spirit 
shall commune with that of her husband. 

The close companionship and the constant 
devotion of President and Mrs. McKinley 
need not be retold to the American people. 
From the time that Ida Saxton pl ghted her 
troth to William McKinley, the young law- 
yer, they constantly sought to benefit one 
another. Mrs. McKinley, the invalid, was 
an insptfration to her husband, because she 
cheered him in ways that the world knows 
not of. Her body was weak, but her spirit 
and: faith were strong. From the time that 
he started on a political career she‘ was 
confident that he would some day be Pres- 
ident. This faith she expressed to him and 
to her friends. She spurred him on in that 
direction. She also taught him lessons of 
patience thut served tim well in later 
years. 

No longer does fancy work engage the at- 
tention of Mrs. McKinl@y. One of her de- 
lights for many years had been the working 
of slippers to be given friends as Christmas 
and holiday sra@eents. She also donated 
pieces of her handiwork to bazaars and to 
organizations secking to raise money for 
charitable or other worthy causes. No new 
pieces of her skilled hand will be given at 
the coming Yuletide, for Mrs, McKinley has 
no longer the ambition to work at her once 
deliehtful pastime. 

Perhaps at 10 place did the daily -com- 
panionship of President and Mrs. McKinley 
Jjou} Ul Wey, e<wjUBAPE ID}}0eq 0} MOYS 
LCanton ‘ome.

He would drop the most important matters 
of state or excuse himself from thé most 
important caller if her condition at any 
time suddenly became such as to demand 
his presence. 
|. That Mr. McKinley chatted with ber, read 
.to her and soothed and comforted her in 
Lmany ways is well known, but it is perhaps 
mot so well known that they exemp'ified 
by a peculiar daily practice the Christian 
faith they professed. For several years the 
President always teok time, just be‘ore ¢In- 
ner, to spend a few moments with Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley. He would then open a Bible and 
read a selection from it to her. This scrip- 
tural reading was so firmly a part of ther 
life that, no matter who dined with the 
McKinleys or bow busy the President was 
with official business or with social callers, 
he took the time to read a scriptural se- 
lection. Perhaps in this, as we'l as in his 
early teaching, may be found the secret oi!

HIM TO RISE. 


AiD HIM THROUGH PREACHERS 


Sends Theological Instructor Through 
the South, Whose Lessons Are 
Listened to With Eagerness. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—Visiting the South 
some years ago, John C. Martin, a New 
York coal operator and an officer of the 
civil war, was impressed with the respect 
paid by the colored race to their own 
preachers and the enormous inffuence that 
they exercise. Iniquities in various locali- 
ties convinced him that there could be no 
better means of benefiting the race and 
helping them to reach a higher standard 
of religion and morality than by rendering 
aid to the preachers. 

If one preacher could be taught to make 
better sermons, could be helped in his 
Studies and could be enabled to get a 
clearer view of Scripture truth, his con- 
gregation would profit. More effective than 
any effort to reach the people themselves 
would be to teach the teacher. If he he- 
came efficient his people would be bene- 
fited. 

Mr. Martin found also that the colored 
nreacher, as a rule, eagerly welcomed such 
help. He is conscious of his deficiencies, 
and being earnestly desirous of training his 
people in the way of righteousness, wanted 
nothing so much as hints that would hel 
him in his work. In a quiet way Mr. 

tin has been trying to meet this 

He has been seeking opportunities to help 
the prea ‘her who has not been to college 
and who cannot go there, but who needs 
the kind of help that colleges are estab 
lished to render. The result has been most 
gratifving and suggests the advisabllityv of 
extending the effort so as to reach a larger 
number of preachers by systematic work in 
ail the Southern states. 

The plan adopted is to place in the field 
an experienced theological teacher. who 
shall go into a country and hold a meeting 
in. some easily accessible town. The meet- 
ing is called by circular addressed to col- 
ovrd preachers, Sunday schoolteachers and 
officers of churches. At the meeting a lec- 
ture is delivered on the preacher's work. 
wth a special adaptation to Sunday school 
teaching. After the lecture any one is at 
‘iberty to ask questions and there ts never 
any lack of these. If there is great inter- 
est manifested, arrangements are made for 
other lectures, or Bible readings, as may 
seem most appropriate. 

The lecturer gives outlines of sermons on 
texts suggested by his hearers and this is 
one of the most popular features of the 
course. Another favorite exercise is a Bible 
reading on some special! topic, such as 
“Atonement,” *‘Sin,’’ “Salvation,’’ ete. 
showing the Bible texts referring to the 
topic in the various books. The closest at- 
tention is paid by all present, and when the 
time cemes for answering questions, it is 
evident that there has been a quickening 
of intelligence.

set forth what hs believes to be the 
facts regarding the great discoverer 
BY CESARE LOMBROSO. 


The conclusion I am forced to draw is 
that Christopher Columbus suffered from 
the form of insanity known as paranoia, 
that is, chronic mental instability, or un- 
soundness, producing systematic illusions 
of more or less definite scope. 

Paranoia may be hereditary or acquired 
in Columbus’ case it was hereditary, as my 
investigations prove. According to most 
reliable witness Columbus’ father was an 
unstable person, given to fighting and dis- 
putes. In our days he would perhaps be 
oalled @ vagrant. For himself he laid claim 
to the title of wandering merchant or ped- 
dler, and he seems to have been a good 
deal of a cheat and juggler. 

According to contemporary portraitists 
Columbus himself was the type of a de- 
generate, both pictures and descriptions en- 
dowing his person with numerous stig 
mata of degeneration. 

He was paid long before his time and 
tried in vain to grow a beard. His fore- 
head receded, his jaws were extraordlnar- 
ity preminent, and so was the bow- 580 
called, between cheek ana temple. Add to 
this an eagle nose, red hair and extremely 
strong eyeorows. | 

Then look at his handwriting and his at- 
tempts at drawing, totally aevoid of ex- 
pressing will power. in none o. ° olumbus’ 
original manuscripts—I mean manuscripts 
not touched up by artists of a jater genera~ 
tion—does one find a single energetic stroke. 
The end letters are aiways blurred and un- 
finished, the writing lacks regularity and 
is full of contrasts. As to their. literary 
characteristics, parentheses are frequent, 
several on each page; sentences are ofien 
made to rhyme, even where the language is 
intended to be most dignified and serene 
Again numerous words are underlined with- 
out reason whatever. 

Some of Columbus’ admirers have made a 
great deal of his seal with its curious let- 
tering permitting of ali sorts of interpre- 
tations. They seem to regard incoherency 
as a mark of genius. I have studied this 
seal and what has been said about it and 
must gay that, to my mind, it suggests 
nothing more or less than vanity and self 
conceit, confused thoughts and strong cmo- 
tionalism. A 
Overweening conceit it is also when Co- 
lumbus argues from his first name, Christo- 
feroe, that is, Christum ferens in the orig- 
inal. Latin, that he was born to _ oarry 
Christ’s teachings all over the world. 

But his abnormal and insane vanity finds 


its most eloquent expression in the book 


he wrote and published in the year 1501. 
It is a book such as only mentally unbal- 
anced persons produce. 

Columbus’ crazy book is fairly alive with 
Biblical quotations, his main object in writ- 
ing it being apparen‘ly to draw comparisons 
between himself and the Savior. To that 
end he compares his own life with that of 
Christ in all its various stages save that 
of martyrdom on the cross.

GOVERNMENT MAY HELP THEM 


Urlucky Nome Gold Seekers Put to 
Sea With Scant Provisions, and 
Cause Great Apprehension 
When They Land. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The United 
States government is preparing to send re- 
lief to 115 Nome miners who are reported 
to be stranded at Unalaska. Capt. Healy 
of the revenue cutter service at San Fran- 
cisco, has reecived instruction to hold him- 
self in readiness to proceed at once to the 
far north in command of the McCulloch. 
The government is awaiting more specific 
information concerning the stranded crew 
of the Ralph J. Long before dispatching 
the cutter on the mission of relief. 

Capt. Healy does not think the miners 
are in pressing danger from lack of prodvis- 
lous, as both the Alaska and the North 
American Commercial Cos. have provision 
stores at Unalaska. The men are destitute, 


but the companies will undotibtedly give 
them sufficient food to tide them over until 


relief arrives. Besides the stranded miners 
there are 15 white men and about 150 na- 
tives in Unalaska. The food supply, ac- 
cording to Capt. Healy, is sufficient to sus- 
tain the white men and natives for three 
months. 

Thomas I. Drury was among the pas- 
sengers on the Ralph J. Long. In a letter 
which he wrote to his wife from the Alasxa 
Commercial Co.’s store in Unaiaska he 
stated that the owner of the schooner had 
deserted his | yan ed and crew, leaving 
them without foed or water and with no 
money with which to purchase these neces- 
sities. Drury stated that he was working 
his way down. 

Capt. Healy has been making an investi- 
gation as to the stranding of the pas- 
sengers and crew of the HKaiph J. Long. 
He learned that among the passengers were | 
many men who had failetd to make a strike ' 
and had become destitute in Nome, without |! 
the means of retufning to their homes. | 
They secured the schooner Ralph J. Long. | 
but their means gave out before the boat | 
had been properly provisioned. Havirr put 
to 8 without sufficient food to sustain 
them until the reached Seattle, they were 
torced to disembark at Unalaska., 

When the men landed at Unalaska the 
two commercial companies began to fear 
for the safety of their property. They did 
not relish the idea of 150 men without 
means of support and without restraint 
turned loose on the island with their un- 

rotected property. The companies raised | 

) to enable the stranded miners to con- 
tinue their journey, but the men evideytly 
considered the contribution insufficient to 
last them until they could reach a home 

rt. At any rate they remained and Una- 
aska and the companies are supposed to 
have made an appeal to the government for 
assistance. 

Hitherto it has been the policy of the 
government to retain at least one revenue 
cutter in the Alaskan waters. until the 
last commercial vesse] left the North.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.~The confirma- 
tion of A. F. Baker as judge of the United 
States Court for the Seventh district will 
produce a unique condition in the federal 
judiciary. Senator Fairbanks (republican, 
Indiana), who comes from Judge Baker's 
state, and who was opposed to the selec- 
tion, will not approve the confirmation. 
Judge Baker’s father is a member of the 
District Federal Court and when Judge 
Baker goes on the bench he will be a mem- 
ber of the Appellate Court, which will puss 
on the decisions rendered by Baker, Sr.

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—It was like talking 
with « poster, It was like having a Beards- 
ley man looking at you with great strange 
eyes and telling you how you might vent 
your genius through cigar bores.

He was flicking the strings delicately, and 
there were the moon and cobwebs and pet- 
ais and dreams in the room—because he 
really plays all those when he fiecks the 
Strings.

FOREIGN-BORN SERVING MAIDS 


Only Twenty-Two Per Cent of Those 
Employed in America Are 
Native Born. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—An interesting 
collection of facts relating to domestic serv- 
ants is embodied in a report prepared by 
Gail Laughlin and issued by the industrial 
commission. 

“In view of the fact,’’ the report says, 
“that there are fully a million and a half 


of domestic employes in the country, and 
that this million and a half of persons are 
Scattered throughout the whole country in 
aimost as many different homes, it is evi- 
dent that any comprehensive or complete 
investigation of domestic service has been 
impossible in the short space of time Which 
* was possible to allot to such investiga- 
on. 

The returns received indicate that a large 
proportion of the domestic employes of the 
sresent day in this country are of foreign 

irth, only 22.8 per cent of the employes 
reported being American born. In conclu- 
Sion the report says: “To summarize the 
conclusions reached: Conditions in do- 
mestic service are at present unsatisfac- 
tory. The testimony of people generally, 
and the facts stated by tHose who come 
most closely into touch with domestic 
labor, seem to establish that in a large pro- 
portion of cases the service rendered by 
domestic employes is unsatisfactory, and 
that the supply of competent domestic 
workers Is far below the demand. In short, 
domestic service is largely in the hands otf 
untrained and incompetent workers, and is 
unpopular with the majority of Intelligent 
women wage-earners, The reason for this 
is not found in the wages paid, for it is 
admitted that wages in domestic service 
are, all things considered, higher than are 
the wages paid in many more popular lines 
of work. 

“The reason is found in other conditions 
which exist, and primarily in the fact that 
the domestic employe is looked upon as a 
personal servant rather than as an em- 
plovye hired to perform specific service. Be- 
cause of this view there is no fixed stand- 
ard of work, the hours of labor are in- 
definite, the employe’s entire time is sub- 
ject to the control of the employer. The 
position of the employe in the household 
is that of a semi-dependent, her social 
position is that of an inferior. 

‘Instruction in the public schools in the 
elementary ad cones whieh bear upon 
household affairs would do much to give 
to the next generation a better understand- 
ing of the importance @& household labor 
and the principles underlying it. They es- 
tablishment of training schools in ¥ 
veung girls could obtain training in house- 
work as a trade, would, tn conjunction 
with the offering by empioyers of business 
conditions, bring into domestic service an 
intelligent class of workers’ trained to per- 
form the work for which they were hired 
The scientific study and investigation of 
household labor in the higher institutions 
of learning would, jn time, result in the 
discovery and application of better meth- 
ods in household labor and tend to improve 
household service, as such study and in- 
vestigations have resulted in respect to 
agricultural labor. 

“The evils existing in domestic service 
arise chiefly from the failure to apply to 
such service modern economic principles, 
These evils must be remedied by the slow 
process of evolution through education.

Rark Bristol Had a Hard Time on Her 
Voyage and Sailors Quit the Vessel. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—The sails of the 

Nova Scotia bark Bristol, towed here he/lp- 
from Bridgeport, still hung in stfl 
folds as she swung alongside of the pier 
at the foot of East Fifteenth street yester- 
day. Four of her crew of twelve had frost- 
bitten hands and noses. 

It was a queer-looking crew. 

There were two shivering, frost-bitten 
Filipinos, two natives of the Argentine Ke- 
public, and the balance was made up of 
Germans, ltalians, Frenchmen and Swedes, 
with a single Brazilian. 

The change of crew took place at Rio. 

“It was one of the tougnest voyages |! 
ever made,’ said Albert Anderson, the 
only original member of the crew lett, ‘and 
all because of the second mate, Hogan. He 
was so hard on the crew that one of them 
went crazy. The crew deserted. 

“It was just good luck we didn't go to 
the bottom on the way to Vineyard Haven 
from Rito. We saw three waterspouts com- 
iugy toward us.° The Bristol let one go by 
on the starboard side, close enough to be 
almost fanned by it, and then, biame me, 
if the second spout wasn’t so close on the 
port bow that we had just room by porting 
the helm to clear the stem. 

“The great umbrella of water towered 
above us—directly over our decks, but high

Dr. Hyatt, local weather observer, pre- 
dicted yesterday that the temperature to 
day would be from 6 to 8 degrees lower 
than that of yesterday, which was zero by 
the official reading. 

The forecast from Washington last 
night promises a rising tempcrature 
Monday for Missouri, with fair weather 
and diminishing northwesterly winds. 
The freeze-up, which extended over 15 
states yesterday, is moving castward, ac- 
cording to Dr. Hyatt, The predictions 
sent out from the bureau at Washington 
indicate this. 

According to these forecasts, Kansas 
and Nebraska will be warmer Monday, 
and Texas, Oklahoma, Indian Territory 
and Arkansas will be warmer, with light 
northerly winds. 

It is believed at the local weather bu- 
reau that New York and the Atlantic 
coast will {cel the cold wave, though per- 
haps not so severely as it is felt in St. 
Louis. 

The temperature fell steadily last night, 
beginning its descent as soon as the sun 
sank low enough to lose its warming in- 
fluence. 

ZERO WAS THE KEY. 
Yesterday's weather was pitched to the 
key of zero. 

During most of the day the official 
thermometer on the Government build- 
ing stayed at the zero point with a pre- 
ciseness which might have been admired 
under other circumstances. 

A slump in the weather market had 
been anticipated, but no one was pre- 
pared for such a panic as seemed to have 
gained control of the elements. 

The mercury dropped like copper on 


the stock market—54 degrees in twenty- 
four hours. 

Weather Observer Hvatt’s utmost pre- 
diction was a temperature of 10 to 20 de- 
grees above zero. 

The official expectations were exceeded 
by the most remarkable change in tem- 
perature, with one exception, ever seen 
in St. Louis, and by the coldest Decem- 
ber weather in nineteen years.

We can care for all who apply for 
shelter from the weather, and while the police department is not able to fur- 
nish downy couches for applicants, we can shield them from the biting blasts

NEW ST. LOUIS IS PREPARED. 


Although unexpected in its severity, the 
cold wave iound the city prepared to meet 
its exigencies. The city is amply pro- 
vided with fuel, clothing and food, and 
charitable institutions were active in sup- 
plying the wants of the pour. 

Local market conditions make scarcity 
of coal or flour practically impossible. 
It is estimated that enough flour is now 
on hand to feed the city for forty days, 
and enough coal to last for four or five 
days. 

All the police stations sheltered home- 
less persons. The Provident Associa- 
tion, St. Vincent de Paul Society and thr 
Salvation Army gave shelter, food and 
clothing to hundreds. At the headquar- 
ters of all the organizations a stream ot 
applicants continued all day. 


FIRST FROSTBITES REPORTED. 


Three men were treated at the City 
Dispensary for frozen and frostbitten 
members, and two were sent to the City 
Hospital. The “parlor” of the City 
Hospital, in which patients who come 
more for shelter than for medical atten- 
tion are accommodated on cots, has been 
opened for the winter. - 

All trains are late, the tardiness vary- 
ing from ten minutes to four hours. 
The cold blasts are headed for the East. 
The temperature at New York yester- 
day was 64 degrees. Dr. Hyatt says that 
the experience of St. Louis will be dupli- 
cated in Gotham. 

The coldest spot in the United States 
last night was Moorhead, Minn., 32 de- 
grees below zero. 


OUTGOING TRAINS FROZEN IN 


Cold Weather Affected Departure as 
Well as Arrival at Union Station 
—Steam Valves Icebound. 


The cold weather affected not only the 
time of arrival of trains at Union Station 
last night, but their departure. 

Trains Jeaving St. Louis were held on 
their tracks from 10 minutes to an hour 
after their schedule to leave. The cause 
of this is variously explained. 

Agents for the railroads blame the Ter- 
minal Association. They said that the 
switches were either frozen or were work- 
ing so badly that the traffic could not be 
handled. 

Superintendent Dunlop of the association 
stated to the Post-Dispatch yesterday that 
alcohol was veiling pumped through the 
pneumatic tubes with the air that operates 
the switches in the yard, to minimize the 
possibility of freezing: :

SIGNOR GUGLIOMO MARCONI, 


The Inventor Who Has Solved the Prcblem of Telegraphing Without 
Wires, and a Sketch of His Instruments.

ST. TOHNS, N. F., Dec. 14.—Signor 
Marconi has received wireless messages 


from a station in Cornwall, England, 


solving the problem of signaling across 
the Atlantic ocean without wires. 


The distance from St. John’s to the 
Cornwall coast is 1700 miles. _. 

‘This announcement shows the accom- 
plishment of one of the marvels of the 
age. 

Signor Marconi explains that before 
leaving England he made plans for ac- 
complishing this result, for while his pri- 
mary object was to communicate with 
ocean liners in mid-ocean he hoped also 
to succeed in attaining the wonderful 
scientific achievements of wireless tele- 
graphy across the Atlantic. 


PLAN EVOLVED IN ENGLAND. 


Signor Marconi’s station in Cornwall is 
most powerful. He possesses an electric 
force, generated there, a hundred times 
greater than at his ordinary stations. Be- 
fore he left England he arranged that the 
electrician in charge of the station, which 
is located at Poldhu, should begin send- 
ing signals daily after a certain . date 
which Marconi would cable him after 
having perfected his arrangements here. 

Signor Marconi arrived here a week 
ago Friday, selected Signal Hill,. at the 
entrance to the harbor, as an experiment- 
ing station and moved his equipment 
there. 

Last Monday he cabled to the Poldhu 
station to begin sending signals at 3 p. 
m. daily and to continue them until 6 p. 
m., these hours being respectively 11:30 
a. m. and 2:30 p. m., St. Johns. 


SIGNALS BEGAN WEDNESDAY. 


During these hours Wednesday Signor 
Marconi elevated a kite with an aerial 
wire by means of which signals were sent 
or received. He remained at the record- 
er attached to the receiving apparatus, 


and to his profound satisfaction signals 


were received by him at intervals, accord- 
ing to the program arranged previously 
with the operator at Paldhu. 

These signals consisted of repeating at 
intervals the leter “S” which in Marconi’s 
code is made by three dots or quick 
strokes. This signal was repeated so 
frequently and so in accordance with the 
detailed plan arranged to prevent safe- 
guards against a possibility of mistake 
that Signor Marconi was satisfied that it 


pwas a genuine transmission from Eng- 


land. 
ASSURED OF SUCCESS. 


Again on Thursday, during the same 
hours, the kite was elevated and the same 
signals were renewed. This made the as- 
surance complete that Signor Marconi 
cabled to his principals in England and 
also informed the governor of New 
Foundland, Sir Cavendish Boyle, who ap- 
prised the British cabinet of the success 
of the experiments. na 

Signe Marconi, though satisfied of the 
genuineness of the signals and that he 
has succeeded in his attempts, in estab- 
lishing communication without the use 
of wires across the Atlantic ocean empha- 
sizes the fact that the system is yet only 
in an embryonic state and that the pcs- 
sibility of its ultimate development is 
demonstrated by the success of the pres- 


| 


justed apparatus, and Signor Marconi is 
working under great difficulties owing to 
the conditions prevailing here. 


THE WORK TO GO ON. 


In view of the success attending these 
trials Signor Marconi will for the pres- 
ent disregard the matter of communica. 
tion with Transatlantic steamers. He will 
return to England next week and will 
conduct the experiments from Poldhu 
himself. He explains that the greater 


electrical power there will enable him to © 


send more effective signals. He will un- 
dertake this work himself, leaving as- 
sistants here to erect a mast and receive 
the signals as he forwards them. It is 
not possible to send return signals from 
here until a powerful electric battery 
shall have been installed. 

Sir Robert Bond, premier of New 
Foundland, offers Signor Marconi every 
facility within the power of the colonial 
government for the carrying out of his 
plans. 

Marcont’s associates in England are 
delighted, especially as only today it was 
announced that the Russian navy adopted 
wireless telegraphy. 


PLANT AT CAPE SPEAR. 


During the winter and spring exhaust- 
ive experiments will be continued here by 
Marconi’s assistants in receiving mes- 
sages from Cornwall until the general 
principles required to do the work are de- 
termined. Then installation of a plant 
here will be advanced and every ship 
crossing the Atlantic with his system will 
be reported daily. Marconi proposes to 
start practical work at once. He will 
build a plant at Cape Spear in the rear 
of St. Johns, a counterpart of that now 
established at Cornwall, which will cost 
$69,000, consisting of a series of build- 
ings surrounded by 20 masts 210 feet 
high. Marconi returns to England im- 
mediately to arrange this matter. The 
electric power which is used at Cornwall 
now is forced through the atmosphere by 
a motor equal to 38 horse power. 

Marconi believes that by largely aug- 
menting this power he can send signals 
longer distances but for practical pur- 
poses he regards the Cornwall and New 
Foundland stations as the ideal ones for 
Atlantic work with the stations at Canso 
and Nantucket for repeating the mes- 
sages to New York. 


APPARATUS IMPERFECT. 


One thing that makes Marconi’s feat 
doubly amazing is that his Cornwall sta- 
tion was partly dismantled in Septembcr 
and is not yet completely rebuilt. The 
apparatus and equipment there was not 
perfect and he had very little hope that 
it was able to do what it has done. Mare 
coni received the signals himselfi—the 
Morse characters in three dots repeated 
at intervals of ten minutes. The signals 
were better on Wednesday than on 
Thursday owing to the fact that his kite 
was steadier, but on both days the sig- 
nals were sufficiently distinct and regular 
to satisfy himself and his two assistants 
that they were due to no other agency 
than his apparatus in Cornwall. tle tried 
to keep the kite up yesterday, but advers- 
winds baifled him.

Prominent Democrats from all parts of 
Miscouri, including former Govs. Lon V. 
Stephens and William J. Stone, together 
with leading state officials and a score of 
senators and representatives, met at the 
Laclede Hotel yesterday. 

It was not a political convention, but the 
assembly resolved itself into a pow-wow 
of unusual proportions. 

Informally the Cardwell case was up for 
consideration and charges and counter- 
charges as to who prompted the suit and 
who caused its dismissal, with caustic as- 
gertions regarding the identity of the mys- 
terious BE. O. Brown, were freely made, 

It was whispered early in the day that 
Southeast Missouri Democrats would re- 
buke J. M. Seibert, chairman of the state 
committee, by indorsing Circuit Judge J.. L. 
Fort of Dexter for judge of the State Su- 
preme Court. 

Mr. Seibert, {t was sald, had earnestly 
espoused the candidacy of James D. Fox 
of Fredericktown. The state committeeman 
made no secret of his aoe for Mr. 
Fox, but intimated that he would not op- 
pose Judge Fort’s aspirations. 

Judge Fort’s. Boom Launched. 

Judge Fort himself explained that he had 
come to St. Louls to meet a few friend, 
who had urgently requested him to try 
for the Supreme judgeship nomination, but 


“that he did not care at this time to have 
“any formal indorsement of his candidacy. 


But late in the afternoon the Fort fol- 
lowers met.in one of the hotel parlors 
and launched his boom. 

At this meeting there were present about 
60 delegates, representing the following 
couhties: Jefferson, Washington, Cape Gir- 
rdeau, Bollinger, Scott, Mississippi, Dun- 

in, New Madrid, Stoddard, Butler, Ripley, 
Carter, Wayne, Christian, Dent and 
Wright. 

It was considered strange that the coun- 
ties of Judge Fort’s circuit, namely, 8t. 
Francois, St. Genevieve, Perry and Madi- 
on, were urrepreserted. 

The statement was made that these coun- 
ties were already committed to Mr. Fox, 
but Judge Forts friends were unwilling 
to concede this. 

They admitted, however, that Mr. Fox 
would probably control three or four coun- 
ties mentioned. . 

Gov. Stephens attended this meeting. Soon 
after he entered the room where it was 
held, Sam Cook, secretary of state, walked 
into the lobby of the hotel. 

“Are you going upstairs?’ he was asked. 

“IT don't know what I’m going to do,” 
Cook replied. 

Stephens’ Fight On in Earnest. 

Gov. Stephens came down a few minutes 
later. He did Rot go near Cook, but when 
he learned that the latter had practically 


charged him with undue interest in the 
Cardwell case he remarked that he 


; ‘guessed Cook and his friends were the 


‘ones who had more at stake than anyone 
else in the Cardwell suit and it was proper 
to infer that they had caused its dis- 
missal.’’ 

Gov. Stephens, Senator J. W. Lee of Car- 
ter and Emmet Newton, state committee- 
man from Sprinefie'd, went off into a cor- 
ner of the lobb¢’, while Mr. Cook and his 
friends kept some distance away. 

It was apparent that a political storm 
was brewing and that the fight of the 
Stephens forces on the present stale ad- 
ministration was on in earnest. 

Col. William H. Phelps was not present, 
but Martin L. Clardy, who also represents 
the Missouri Pacific railroad in a tegai ca- 
pacity, hobnobbed among the visitors. 

It was rumored that E. O. Brown of Car- 
thage had come to the city and spent a 
few hours with Mr. Clardy. 

When asked about this, Mr. Clardy said: 

“Why, who in thunder is FE. 0. Brown, 
and why am I asked that quest!on? 

“This man never in his life visited me. 
I don’t want to talk about Brown of Car- 
thage or the mysterious Brown of Kansas 
City. They are no kin of mine or any 
interest I represent.’’ 


Worry Over Brown’s Identity. 

But the one question that seemed to 

worry the Democratic hosts was as to Mr. 
Brown's identity. Gov. Stephens said he 
was sure some one had paid Mr. Cardwell 
money to drop his suit. Sam Cook was 
very positive and vigorous in the declara- 
tion that Cardwell “hadn't got a cent.” 
’ Mr. Seibert wouldn’t talk at all on the 
subject. ‘I’m tired of this Cardwell rot, ’ 
he said to a friend; “it don’t amount to 
“anything and I don’t want to hear of it.” 

Former Goy. Stone created a ripple on 
the Democratic surface by saying that he 
thought he knew who the mysterious Mr. 
Brown, who gave Cardwell $7500, was, but 
he didn’t care to tell. 

Others asserted they knew, too, but {f so 
they carefully kept the information to 
themselves. 

But the conscensus of opinion seemed to 
be that the Democratic party was hurt 
worse by the dismissal of the suit than if 
it had been allowed to proceed. 

Iix-Gov. Stoue couldn't see that anything 
damaging to the party had come out. Mr. 
Stephens gave expression to similar views.

The tem- 
peratures tonight are slightly higher, the 
average being about zero. 

The lives lost in Kansas, so far as known 
tenight, number only three. -Unauthenti- 
cated reports tell of herders on the plains 
who have not vet returned, and they are 
feared to have perished. 

Damage among the stock is widespread. 
The farmers were not prepared for the 
sudden change inthe weather and had no 
adequate protection for their animals. Much 
stock has died, though numbers are at 
this time unobtainable. Scarcity of water 
is one of the serious things the stockmen 
now have to contend with. The water sup- 
ply has been low all along and the cold 
makes it all the more so. 

A dispatch from Peabody tonight says 
the wheat in that district has been killed 
by the cold, there being no snow; Salina re- 
orts that wheat there is in bad condition, 
ut will be saved if the cold abates to- 
night. 


BLIZZARD IN OKLAHOMA. 
GUTHRIE, O. T., Dec. 14.—The blizzard 
which has been raging over Oklahoma and 
Indian Territory since Thursday at mid- 
night has done great damage to stock in 
western Oklahoma, where the ranges are 
unprotected, and cattlemen had not an- 
ticipated the sudden change. The same i 
true [n all portions of the two terrilories, 
but not to such a great degree. The pro- 
longed drouth of the summer injured atl 
the stock, and their condition was not fit 
ao withstand the fierce norther.

THE SENATE IS DIVIDED. 


Many Members Willing to Let the 
Schley Case Stand. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Opinion tn the 
senate is divided as to the probability of a 
congressional investigation of the Schley 
controversy, but {Is upon the whole against 
the probability of such a course. A major- 
ity of the Republican senators appear to be 


adverse to the reopeni of the uagiton, 
and those of this view include ends of 
Admiral Schiey. Senator Hoar exp 


facilities for reaching a correct conclusion, 
and Senator Mason took a similar position, 
adding that the opinion of the admiral of 
the navy would be accepted as the verdict 
of the country regardless of what con- 
clusion other members of the court might 
have reached. 

Senator Hale thought there should be 
and would be no further investigation. He 
is chairman of the committee on naval 
affairs, and said he would use whatever in- 
fluence he might possess against further 
inquiry as detrimental to the best interests 
of the navy. Senator Cullom declared that 
further inquiry would be tomfoolery, and 
that no more light on the subject could be 
secured than had been. Democratic sena- 
tors generally are disposed to wait upon 
the expression of opinion by the friends of 
Admiral Schiey. .Senator Martin said that 
while he did not feel called upon to present 
a declaration, he thought that Congress 
should adopt a joint resolution stating its 
confidence in the admiral. Senator Bacon 
said he would be glad to vote for a resolu- 
tion declaring Admiral Dewey’s position to 
be the correct position. Senator Money 
assented to the proposition that Congress 
should act if action was desjred by the 
friends of Admiral Schley. Senator w- 
ling thought a -sresolution of confidence 
would be in order, and Senator Jones of 
Arkansas thought it most probable that a 
resolution bearing upon the question was 
among the probabilities. 

Representative Pears of Maryland, who 
represents the Marviand district from 
which Admiral Schley came, stated today 
that he would Introduce a resolution for a 
congressional investigation of the entire- 
Sampeson-Schley affair, unless his colleague 
from Maryland, Mr. Schirm, who had con- 
templated introducing such a resolution. 
carried out this action. Mr. Pearre says 
he has not formulated the details 
proposed congressional inqutry, 

thinks it would be desirable to have it 
corducted by special committee rather than 
by one of the regular committees of the 
House. 

Chairman Foss of the House naval com- 
mittee declined to express an opinion as 
to whether Congress would deal with the 
Schley case. He says he has been carefu! 
to avoid taking sides on the subject, as it 
might come before the committee, and he 
wishes to preserve a wholly imnarttal aftftt- 
tude. Among Mr. Foss’ associates it is the 
general understanding that the chairman is 
not favorable to congressional action. 
Chairman Payne, the majority floor lead- 
er when asked if a congressional! itnvesti- 
gation was likely to be held, said: 

“Why should Congress go into the sub- 
ject? Admiral Schley has had his day in 
court and I doubt whether it would be 
advisable for Congress to go over the 
ground already covered by the court.”

FEUD CAUSES 


CLASH IN COURT 


Police Board’s President Calls 
Attorney Noland a Liar. 


JUDGE FORCED TO INTERFERE 


ED BUTLER ASKS PERMISSION TO 
DENOUNCE HAWES. 


Battle Began in Dayton Street Police 
Court After Attorney for South- 
ern Telegraph and Money Or- 
der Company Had Derided 
Police Official. 


“You are a —— contemptible liar!’’ 


With these ringing words Harry B. Hawes, 
president of the board of police commis- 
sioners and the young leader of the new 
Democracy of St. Louis, addressed Attorney 
* Charles T- Noland while the latter was ar- 
guing before a jury in the Dayton street 
police court yesterday afternoon. 

“Your honor, is this an open meeting? If 
80, I want to say something to that man.”’ 


With infinite scorn in his voice thus spoke 
Edward Butler, the ‘‘old man” of the old 
Democracy, glaring flercely at Mr. Hawes, 
who sat impassive. 


Thus for the first time the Hawes-Butler 
rupture was actually laid bare to public 
view, when Mr. Butler arose and asked 
the court’s permission to express his opin- 
fon of Mr. Hawes, with whom he worked 
so long in double harness. 

What Mr. Butler would have said might 
have been highly interesting, but the inci- 
dent itself was not lacking in interest. 


The arising of Mr. Butler immediately fol- 
lowed, and undoubtedly was the conse- 
quence of the antecedent incident of Mr. 
Hawes calling Mr. Noland a liar and ex- 
pressing regret that a remark of Mr. No- 
land's was made in court instead of out- 
side, where ‘‘smashing’’ would be in order. 


ARGUING BEFORE JURY. 

This happened just before 5 o'clock, near 
the close of the trial of William J. Arm- 
strong, general manager of the Southern 
Telegraph and Money Order Co., on the 
charge of keeping a common gambling 
house. 


Since 10 o’clock In the morning the case 
had been on trial. All the evidence was 
in. Attorney Noland for the defense was 
in the midst of his argument to the jury. 


The attorney was using the same argu- 
ment which he made before Assistant Prose- 
cuting Attorney Johnson earlier in the 
week, when he sought a warrant against 
Mr. Hawes on a charge of oppression in 
office, for having ordered policemen to raid 
the Southern Telegraph Co.’s place of bus- 
iness. ape 

“Gentlemen of the jury,” said Mr. Noland, 
with great emphasis, ‘‘we have here an 
instance of interference with a legitimate 
business.”’ 

He then said, in effect, that the police 
Gepartment of St. Louls is using the pub- 
lic funds without check; that it can in-

courts in the land have declared the act 
creating this police department constitu- 
tional, and that the people have no escape 
from its grip of oppression. 


Advancing to Mr. Hawes, who sat with- 
in the railing, Mr. Noland continued: 


“And we are to have a great “World's 
Fair here, but if this interference with a 
business enterprise be permitted to go un- 
rebuked you know that any business man, 
desiring to engage in a legitimate enter- 
prise, may have to bow down at the throne 
of Harry the First.” 

Here the lawyer esalaamed before ihe 
president of the police board, mockingly. 
Then he returned to his place in front of 
the jury and repeated: 

‘Yes, gentlemen, he may have to how be- 
fore the shrine of King Harry-—” 


MR. HAWES REPLIES. 

The unbearded features of the head of the 
metropolitan pol.ee department twitched 
nervously as the attorney stood within two 
feet of him, hissing the words of derision 
and denunciation into his teeth. 

When Mr. Noland repeated the words be- 
fore the jury Mr. Hawes said, in hs de- 
liberate, well-modulated tone, without ris- 
ing from his chair and as though weighing 
every word before atterance: 

“If we were not in court I would smash 
your face for saying that. 


There was a pause. Mr. Noland had 
stopped at the words ‘‘King Harry- —’’ 

Mr. ilawes added: 

“You are a —— contemptible liar!’ 

Expectancy sat upon every countenance. 
The defendants’ counsel stood as {ff anticl- 
pating an attack. A police lieutenant 
standing by the reading clerk’s desk whis- 
pered: 

‘‘Hawes will do that man up.” 

Just behind the jury, not two feet from 
the end man in the jurors’ row, sat Butler. 
He arose quickly as Mr. Hawes ceased to 
speak and addressed the court. His words 
were as quoted: 

“Your honor, is this an open meeting? 
If so, I want to say something ter that 
man.’’ 

Mr. Butler was glaring at Mr. Hawes as 
he spoke. The muscles of his face 
writhed with passion, but his voice was 
even and firm. 


HAWES AND BUTLER. 

This new development withdrew the at- 
tention from Hawes and Noland and cen- 
tered it upon Hawes and Butler. 

For two lawyers to quarrel in court was 
not new. But for two political opponents 
in the same party—and those two the men 
who have made caucuses and conventions 
together in the past—to confront each other 


other standing, angry and eager—this was 
something new. 

It was a declaration to the public that the 
Hawes-Butler Vesuvius had reached the 
erupting stage. The spectators were in 
the attitude of expecting something io 
drop. 

But Judge Wislizenus thwarted Mr. But- 
ler’s “saying something to that man” by 
rapping for order. | 

“Gentlemen,”’ said the court, “this will 
not do. Sit down. . Marshal, make every- 
body take seats.’’ , 

Mr. Butler sat down without another 
word. It was not an open meeting. The 
others who had arisen during the incident 
resumed their seats. 

Mr. Noland finished his argument to the 
jury, and then Mr. Hawes advanced to the 
clerk’s railing and faced the court. 

“Your honor,” he said, “I wish to offer 
an apology for what I said a few minutes 
ago—an apology to you, but not to the 


gentleman to whom I addressed my re-

But Admiral Dewey’s view commends itself to public favor 
not merely on account of his great reputation and experience 
in modern naval warfare, but because it conveys no impression 
of partisanship, and because he, as admiral and acknowledged 
victor, is above all partisan influences. His opinion falls short 
of the popular verdict in Schley’s favor, while that of the other 
Judges exceeds the expectation of Schley’s worst enemies. This 
extreme verdict hurts the judges in the popular estimation more 
than it does Schley, while Admiral Dewey while helping Schley 
has strengthened his own hold on public affection.

A Fender Law Suggestion. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I’m not a lawyer, so cannot draw up 
an ordinance in proper form, but I think 
a fender law with the following provisions 
would be about right: That after March 


1, 1902, all street cars es over any 
street railroad in this city must be fur- 
nished with fenders of such form and de- 
vice that will, without injury to such per- 
son, absolutely prevent any person of any 
age from coming in contact with tbe 
wheels or trucks of acar. Such fenders to 
be of any form or pattern chosen by the 
managers of such street railroad corpora- 
tions, at their own risk. 

Every failure of a fender on any street 
car in the city of St. Louls to prevent 
injury to any person by the wheels or 
trucks of the car to which such fender is 
attached, to render both the company own- 
ing the road and the company operating 
the road to a penalty of $1,000 for each any 
every such failure. Such penalty to be 
sued for and collected by the law officers 
of the city and id into the city treasury 
to the credit of the hospitel fund when 
collected.

**Bvery treasurer of a political committee, 
and every person who shall act ae such treas- 
urer, shall, within 30 days after each and ¢ 
every election, whether state, county, city, 
municipal, township or district election, in 
or concerning or in connection with which 
he shall have received or disbursed any 
money for any of the objects or purposes 
in section 7190 (which defines a _ political 
committee as representing one or more per- 
eons of a certain political party, authorized 
te act for said party) shall prepare and file 
in the office of the recorder of deeds of the 
county in which such treasurer resides, a 
full, true and detailed account and state- 
ment, subscribed to and sworn to by him 
before an officer authorized to administgr 
oaths, setting forth each and every sum 
of woney received or disbursed by him for 
any of the objects and purposes mentioned in 
section 7190 of thie article, within the pe- 
riod beginning 90 days before such election 
and ending on the day on which such state- 
ment is filed, the date of each receipt and 
disbursement, the name of the person from 
whom received or to whom paid, and the 
object or purpose for which the same was 
received, and the object or purpose for 
which disbursed. Such statement shall also 
set forth the unpaid debts and obligations, if 
any, of such committee, with the mature and 
amount of each, and to whom owing, In de- 
tail, and if there are no unpaid debts or ob- 
ligationa of such committee, such statement 
shall state such fact.’’ (Section 7198, Re- 
vised Statutes of Missouri.)

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The most important chapter of the now

M. Seibert, present excise commissioner of 
St. Louis, told him that the corporations 
had given the Democratic committee $16,000. 

The sworn statement of campaign expen- 
ses of the Democratic party for the cam- 
paign of 1898 filed by James EH. Hereford, 
hen treasurer of the Democratic campaign 
committees shows that there was received 
for election purposes $19,752.62. 

This amount, according to Mr. Hereford’s 
statement, was made up from the contribu- 
tions of 125 persons, in sums varying from

In the list of contributors therein given 
there is nothing to indicate that a single 
corporation or representative of corporate 
interests subscribed a dollar to the Demo- 
cratic campaign fund. 

Mr. Cook was chairman of the Democra- 
ic committee in 1898.

AUTONOMY FOR WORKERS. 


This Was Feature of American Federa- 
tion Meeting at Scranton. 
SCRANTON, Pa., Dec, 14.—The American 
Federation of Labor in the last two min- 
utes of this afternoon's session put. itself 
on record on two questions which have been 
agitating the delegates since the convention 
convened ten days ago, namely-—-trade au- 
tonomy and socialism.

A. B. STICKNEY SPOKE FOR IT BE- 
FORE MARQUETTE CLUB. 


IT WOULD NOT BE A MONOPOLY 


Otiter Speakers at Banquet to Chicago 
Bankers Were Messrs. Eckles 
and Morgan. 


* CHICAGO, Dec. 14.—The bankers of Chi- 
fago were given a banquet by the Mar 
quéette Club to-night. 

In addition to speeches by former Comp- 
troller James H. Eckles, president of the 
Commercial National Bank, and President 
James B. Morgan of the First National 
Bank, there was one by A. B. Stickney, 
president of the Chicago & Great Western 
Railway Co., who was the principal guest 
of the evening. 

Mr. Stickney’s subject was ‘“‘The Central 


Reserve Bank.” He contended that a. cen- 
tral reserve bank would not and could not 
become a monopoly, extending its branches 
to every village and driving other banks 
out of existence. The necessity of keeping 
45 per cent of reserve would render it in- 
capable of competing except in the larger 
transactions with the other banks, which 
would carry no more than 5 to 8 per cent 
of reserve. The reserve, he said, is the 
regulator of the banking business. As a 
matter of fact, he went on to say, the 
Bank of England has only eleven branches, 
while the other banks in England, Scot- 
land and Wales have 4921 branches. The 
banking business outside of London is en- 
tirely in the possession of the other banks. 
Some of the other banks, both in and out 
of London, in point of deposits, rival the 
Bank of England, and in the matter of 
loans outstrip it. 

“It is my conviction,” he said, ‘‘that there 
is no safety, and can be no safety, to finan- 
cial affairs in the United States umtil the 
treasury Is abolished, but at the same time 
we must not close our eyes to the fact that 
it has become an integral part of the bank- 
ing system and can not be safely destroyed 
until a central reserve ank has 
been developed. Otherwise the duty 
of protecting the gold reserve from ex- 
portation will fall upon the 408% national 
and 65648 state banks and institutions. The 
imposeibility of more than separate 
banks protecting the gold reserve against 
exportation would, of itself, necessitate a 
central reserve bank, to which would be 
delegated the sole responsibility of pro- 
tecting the reserve. 

‘It is my conviction that {ff the restric- 
tions of the American banking laws were 
repealed and banking made free, there 
would be developed in the United States 
a banking system substantially on the lines 
of the Scotch-English system. In process 
of time, one of the systems of branch 
banks would demonstrate its fitness. And 
solely by reason of its superior fitness— 
not by force of Jegislation—it would be se- 
lected by the other banks as the central 
reserve bank. A bank thus evolved, it may 
be assumed, would be fit both in respect 
to financial responsibility and in respect to 
the character and capacity of its directors 
and managers, for the government to en- 
ter into the ordinary relationship of cus- 
tomer and bank. Such is the central bank 
which 1 advocate—a bank produced by evo- 
lution and controlled by the natural laws 
of trade instead of a bank controlled by 
artisan ill-considered and compromise leg- 
slation. Under free bankin aws, many 
and perhaps a majority, of the present 
banks would continue to conduct loca] iIn- 
dependent banks for an indefinite period.

ANTI-BACHELOR. LAW FAILED 


Attempt to Force Marriages Resulted 
Only in Reducing the Number of 
Men in a Prussian State. 


LONDON, Dec. 14.—The government of 
one of the Prussian states has just passed 
a law warning all bachelors to marry un- 
der a heavy penalty. Some of the men 


have gone over to the majority and becume 
husbands rather than pay the fine imposed 


by the act, but, generally speaking, the 
move has proved a failure. 

Instead of it having the desired effect 
and reducing the number of -spinsters and 
increasing that of the benedicts to any 
great extent, it has faken a contrary 
course. There has been a sort of genera! 
exodus of the young men from the country, 
who have gone to live tn the neighboring 
German states, where they may remain 
bachalors. 

It is quite a common thing to hear people 


in Britain describe a bachelor as a selfish 
person, and as an object lesson for the 
world to shake its head at. They have a 
belief, held in reverence by thousands, that 
every bachelor cheats seven women out of 
a chance of marrying. 

As a matter of fact, there are in the 
world 15,000,000 fewer women than men, s0, 
therefore, supposing that every eligible man 
wanted to marry—happily all men don't— 
there would not be a sufficient number of 
women for distribution as wives: indeed. 
there would have to remain 15.000.000 bach- 
elors. Taking America and Australia there 
are 1.500.000 more men than women, so that 
bachelordom in those countries is an en- 
forced necessity.

his novel ‘‘The Eternal City” came to Mr. Caine. He went at 
his work with thoroughness, made Rome his home and grew to 
know its people and their points of view as thoroughly as he 
knew the people of the Isle of Man. The Pope was to ‘him the 
most sfiteresting figure in the city and no opportunity was lost 
to widen his information concerning the Vatican and its chief 
inmate. In the novel this information became only local color; 
here concretely the. novelist has set forth the man and his en- 
tourage as diligent study revealed him. 


HE Soveftign Pontiff; whosogyer he may be, is to the eye of the world even 
more. of an institution than:a man, but none the less his personal charac- 
teristics ‘are subjects of © some. natural and not unwhplesome curiosity. 

What kind of a human being js it who éccupies'a position in the. modern world 
only equaled in dignity and’ sublimity hy that of Moses in the ancient one—guid- 
ing, directing and controlling the faith and fate of his children in the name and 
with the voice of God? I can think of no study more absorbing than observation 
at close quarters of the effect of the Catholic belief in the infallibility-of the Pope 
on the man whois the center atid the subject. of it. 

To see a Pope at the moment.of his election by the conclave, in'the hour of 
his proclamation, on. the day'of his coronation, and in the ordinary evéry-day. ex- 


ercise of his absolute powers of temporal: government—to ‘be near to him ‘and.to - 


listen to him—wouid be:to- take;a peep. into the human soul at, its strongest and 
most exalted possibilities of experience, , 


It has been given to few, or none, and certainly not to me, to dip into this. 


deep well of psychological study, and in the following anecdotes, though-they, are 
never used for idle interest, but always for the light they may cast on one of the 
world’s greatest figures, I can mak claim to have solved the tremendous prob- 
st of how far the position of the pdwetiff with the divine powers ascribed to it, 

has affected for good or for ill, for spirituality and strength, or for severity and 
weakness, the human personality of Pope Leo XIII. 

Apart from allocutions of surpassing eloquence and encyclicals of commignd- 
ing intellectual subtlety and breadth—revealing a knowledge of the world tha 
absolutély astonishing in a man who has been twenty odd years shut up in a single 
house—Leo XJII is chiefly known to the general public by his personal appear- 
ances at the more or less gorgeous ceremonials of the Basilica of St. Peter’s.. The 
effect he produces there depends entirely upon the religious bias of the observer. 
If you bring to the great Roman temple the spirit of Luther, of Montaigne, or of 
Milton, not to speak of Goethe as he reveals himself in his letters from Rome, 
you will probably. be conscious of nothing better than the presence of a painfully 
feeble old man, withered, white-and emaciated, carried shoulder high on the backs 
of bearers, rising: and falling in a spring-bottomed chair, and lifting, at intervals, 
with semi-paralytic pretares, a gaunt and stiffening hand to bless his shouting 


You may even ‘see, with Zola, nislitiie but cunning.in the glittering eyes, and 
the wild clamor of the frantic crowds may scém to you to be little better than the 
idolatrous worship of « pagan image. But if, on the other hand, you have brought 
to the ceremonials of the church the devout spirit of the Catholic pilgrim, you 
will only be aware of a semi-supernatural presence, a saintly being more angel 
than man, a venerable human creature who seems to have lost all trace of the 
burden and influence of the flesh and, in the spiritualizing atmosphere of the Holy 
of Holies, to be already half, way to heaven. ; 

This is no exaggerated language for the two forms of experience, as any one 
will say who has been presentsat the scenes I describe. My own fects would 
be hard to formulate. Let me frankly confess, as a non-Catholic who has more 
than once been within the innermost circle of Catholic emotion, that both these 
moods have been mine,’ and that it.would be difficult or impossible to say at this 
moment which of the two lives the more ‘vividly in my mind. 

Leo XIIf at a private audience is a much simpler personality, and the effect he 
produces there is less Open to doubt. If the room is not larger than the throne- 
room of the library in the Vatican, and there are not too many visitors, the Pope 
leaves only one impression on everybody—that of the simplest and gentlest, the 
sweetest and tenderest of old men. He speaks quietly, without effort and with 
no appearance of;making a speech. 

If, happily, the nearest to his chair is 1 young studs nt, or, still more happily, 
a woman (for. the sense of sex is strong in, hint), he strokes the hand that rests 
on his knee and drops his voice—the relic of a great and glorious organ—to tones 
of the softest tenderness. He is fond of talking, of telling a story, and, like other 
old men, of lodking. back) into the. past. His memory is wonderful and for the 
representative of nearly every nationality he has some appropriate reminiscence. 
To an English visitor, about the time of the death of our late sovereign, he told 
the story of his first meeting. with Queen Victoria; and to an English Protestant 
lady who had a private audience with him awhile agu, he talked pleasantly and 
by name of good: men and women among his Vabpsssted brethren” of the English 
Church, © ’ 

* Visitors leave his presence with swimming eyes and choking throats. He ex- 
ercises the mystic spell of the man who is great not merely by place and rank, 


oe by nature. here, seen, the Pope very many times, and such are the impres- 
he 
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i the celibacy which the Roman Church Oty upon its ec- 
cfesiastits, ‘Leo XIII, like any simple priest in his communion, is” 
cut-off from the more intimate of family ties. He is.the-father 6! 
all the children of his great Church, yet-he has no ¢hild of his own, 
and hence the deepest secrets of the human heart—those which 
come of the joys and sorrows, the hopes and fears of paternity— 
can be known to him only by sympathy and intuition. 

Nevertheless, some stories are told of his relation to family 
life that are very sweet and pretty. 

The Pope has a young niece in the seminary of the Assump- 
tion in Rome, and when she was younger and smaller than she is 
now the scholars of her school were invited to spend a little holli- 
day of a few hours in the beautiful gardens of the Vatican. 

During the afternoon the holy father himself came out for his 
daily walk, and nothing conld have been sweeter than the scene 
described to me of the old Pope surrounded by the young children 
who were running under his hards for his blessing. 

Presently the little niece sidled up to the holy father with an 
air of confidence and mystery. She had something to request, 
something to whisper. One of her little’school friends was in dis- 
grace and had to do penance for some childlike:fault. Would the 
holy father grant her forgiveness? The pardon was granted, the 
offence condoned, the little nuncio was made happy, and the 
children romped for an hour longer in the Pope’s garden. But 
perhaps it is necessary to add that the sequel was a severe remon- 
stration administered to the little grandniece for the breach of 
discipline immediately on her return home. 

Less pleasant is the story that was current in Rome last 
winter of the disappearance from the Vatican of large sums of 
money and the sudden and unexplained suppression of an inquiry 
into the mystery. Investigations had repeatedly been made in one 
department after another, and from some cause or other explana- 
tions could not be given. At length so large a sum as $60,000 was 
removed from the treasury, and the clerical financiers were in 
despair. 

Then the Pope, who has the reputation of*an exacting auditor 
of his domestic affairs, insisted upon a thorough examination into 
all the facts of the serious case, and failing to get light through 
the instrifmentality of ‘the Vatican police, he suggested, 
Or acquiesced in the proposals that the police of the municipality 
should -be invited to investigate the circumstances of the robbery. 

Rumor says that the Roman questura were not long in putting 
themselves on the track of the delinquent, but when the moment 
came to bring the offender within™power of the law the orders 
were countermanded and the inquiry was brought to an end. I tell 
the story as it was told to me, asserting nothing, denying nothing and vouching 
for more of its statements. The request to desist is said to have come from a 
prominent official of the Vatican,.who afterward explained the situation to his 
holiness in an interview of which the following, or something resembling it, is said 
to have been a part. 

“Your holiness, if the gtilty person Saeed prove to be a connection of a 
priest, what would you say then?” 

“T should say, ‘Gu on. let justice be done, whatever happeus. 

“But if he should be the connection of a prelate cf your own household?” 

“No matter. deg 


I should still say, “Go en. 

“But, your holiness if—if he should be some one—some one near to’ the per- 
son of the holy father. himself?” 

And the story goes that. to this final question the Pope made no reply. 


It may be-true, it may be false, but whether true or false, the story leaves n@, 


other effect 69,my imind and should, I think,-I¢ave no other. effect on’ the ‘mind of 
my readers, than that of deep sympathy with the pontiff in the hampéring ties 
of blood and place and name, from which no creature of God, not even a saintly 


celibate Pope, can ever hope to escape. 


The story has, its-parallel at nearly all points in the story. of Garibaldi, and

means of a bribe to be paid to the governor of the castle of St. Angelo. In ¢e- 
turn for $20,000 the governor.was to make terms with his guard and the castle 
was 10: fall into the hands of the invading forces. The bribe was not paid. at the 
last moment, the guard was changed and Rome was lost to the liberator. 

What became. of the money? 

No orte imagined for a moment that Garibaldi has misappropriated it. But 
the inquiry into its history could not be followed without involving on a charge 
of worse than corruption some person or persons who came near to the household 


‘of*the liberator himself. 


It is pleasant tc turn to:a story which shows the ties of blood in a more human 
relation. 

Since the Italians entered Rome in 1870 the attitude of the Vatican has been 
one of protest against the power which has arrogated its sovereignty. One form 
of this protest has been the absolute retirement of the Pope to within the limits 
of his ex-territorial domain. 

It is held by the Catholic party that for the Pope to go out of the Vatican 
for an hour. or for even so short a journey as the width of the piazza of St. 
Peter's. would be to compromise his claim, to acknowledge the supremacy of the 
usurping King. and to expose himself to the insults of the unbelieving and re- 
bellious populace. Be that as it may, the conviction is deeply rooted in the Cath- 
olic mind that since the date of Italian unity the Pope has never so much as set 
foot in the streets-of Rome, and that, having entered the Vatican as a cardinal, he 
can only come cut of it as a corpse 

I have reason to believe that this is not the fact—that once, at all events, Leo 
XIIT pzssed through the city of King Victor Emmanuel, and that the occasion of 
his doing so was so proper, so human, and so touching that the highest consider- 
atioris-of diplomacy and dignity must sink out of sight in regard to it. 

The Pope had a brother who late in life became a religieuse and voluntarily 
took up the humblest position in the kitchen of his Jesuit order... In due course 
he rose_to.be a cardinal and in his latter days he occupied apartments in the Ber- 
berini palace, now let out in suites of rooms. Old Cardinal Pecci was in his last 
iliness in the Palazzo Barberini while his brother Leo XIII was imprisoned, by 
state protest, in the Vatican, on the other side of the Tiber. Messages of love 
and sympathy passed between them day by day the cardinal received his last 
sacraments and.the end was near. Only a mile of the world’s space divided the 
two old brothers, but.the one was the Pope and the other was a dying man, and 
the city of the usurper lay between. 

On nigh. late, very late, for social life keeps anything but early hours in 
Rome, a lady living in the Palazzo Barherini—I had the story from herseli—was 
coming out of her apartments to step into her carriage on her way to a midnight 
reception, when a plain hired coupe drew up in the piazza, and a venerable old 
man in black cassock and black beaver hat of a simple priest got out. By the 
light of the lamps in the arches she saw his face. It was the Pope, and he was 
alone. With a feeble step he walked to door of the cardinal’s room, rang and 
passed through, and the lady went on to her reception. Next day Cardinal Pecci 
died. 

Naturally the garden of the Pope plays an important part ia the life of one 
who. for reasons of state, feels himself to be a prisoner in the Vatican. It is a 
large spacc. of ground, covering many acres, enough for the walks of a hale man 
and sufficient for the drives of a sick one. Some of ¥ is in the wild and unlicensed 
loveliness in which it came from the hand of nature, some of it is under vines, 
and some of it is laid out in the stiff and formal regularity of the conventional 
Italian gardening 

It is undulating and at its highest point there is an observatory and an aviary, 
with a pavilion, which is used by the Pope as a summer residence. In front of 
the pevilion that is a gravel terrace facing one side of St. Peter’s and command- 
ing a wide view of Rome, with a magnificent stretch of the Campagna and the 
snow-capped hills beyond. On this terrace the Pope loves to walk with his pri- 
vate chamberlain toward 8 in the afternoon. Sometimes they look up to the great 
dome and see, aS moving specks against the stainless white stone, the figures of 
the pecrle who have climbed so high to look down on the city of the King and 
the garden of the Pope. 

The Pope is conscious of their presence and aware that he is observed. I 
remember to have heard one of his chamberlains say how he told the holy father 
that the people on the dome were probably looking-down at him through field 
glasses, and how the Pope replied, “Let them do so, Monseigneur. At least they

I was in’ Rome on a2 bad day in aner when some poor people were shot down 
by the Carabineers in the Piazza Navona as a tragic sequel to a protest against 
a new tax.on bread; and meeting one of the Pope’s chamberlains an hour or two 
later I learned that-his holiness, walking in his garden, had distinctly heard the 
fatal volley, and understood it instantly for what it afterward proved to be 

“Ah, Monseigneu ,” he said next day, when report of the tragedy had reached 
the Vatican, “didn't I tell you what they were doing yesterday in Rome?” 

The Pope has several clerical private chamberlains, who are called “camerieri 
segreti partecipanti.” One of these, a distinguighed ‘and accomplished prelate with 
Englislt connections, having lately become president of the Academy for Noble 
Ecclesiastics, was succeeded by an almost equally accomplished Spaniard who 
spoke German, French and. I think, Russian, but nct our own English tongue. 
This difficulty was discovered by the Pope shortly after the Spaniard’ appoint- 
ment. 

“Monseigneur,” said the Pope, “how long will ‘t take you to learn English?” 

“Perhaps four or five months, your holiness.” 

“Tut, Four or five weeks are sufficient,” ‘said the Pope. 
and learn it.’ 

The poor chamberlain sat up night and day, with three sets of English teach- 
ers, to learn English in five weeks~*‘Punctually at the end of five weeks the holy 
father will send for me,” said the Spaniard, “and perhaps call upon me to deliver a 
discourse on the literature of the sixteenth century in England, and ask an English, 
prelate to‘preside.” 

Not long ago Leo XIII wanted certain papers to be arranged in his private 
library, and calling one of the household, he said: 

“low long would it take to do this work, Monseigneur?” 

“About fifteen days, holy father.” 

“Nonsense. Eighty days are enough and let me show you how to do it in less.” 
Thereupon the Pope, with the twinkle in his eye that his household knows so well, 
ordered that the prelate should shut himself up in the library, sleep on a couch 
in an ante-room, and live there until his work was done. In six days the task was 
finished, 

A story which was current at the Artists’ Club in Rome last winter is perhaps 
more amusing than authentic. A lady to whom the Pope had given orders for a 
chalk drawing which turned out to be a dubious likeness, completed her offense 
by asking the holy father to sign his name to the picture. Taking up a pen, the 
Pope is said to have written under his counterfeit presentment: 

“Fear not, it is I. Leo XIII. P. P” 

High as the Pope stands, he is not entirely superior to reproof from persons 
in humbler places. Readers of the life of Pius IX will remember that Father Ven- 
tura, the popular orator, sometimes spoke to the Pope with extraordinary plainness. 

It is said that a certain friar, who has easy access to the Vatican, sometimes 
speaks to Leo XIII with equal candor. As a religieuse he has nothing to fear 
trom the holy father, and certainly nothing to expect A democratic government 
of the religious orders gives him a position of almost complete independence even 
in relation to the holy father himself. 

And it is whispered that when he visits the Vatican he sometimes administers 
to Leo XIII so severe an admonition that there is nothing left-to the Pope’s valet 
but to put the holy fatherto bed. — 

* I would give by way of contrast to this story my own contradiction to the 
rumor which assigns to Cardinal Rampolla an extraordinary influence over the 
reigning pontiff. Early in my résidence at Rome a prelate of the Pope’s household 
said to me: 

“I have seen Cardinal Rampolla nearly every day for years, and I do not yet 
know whether he is the white sheet of pauper on which Leo XIII writes or whether 
Leo XIII is the white sheet of paper on which Rampolla writes.” 

Without, any. of: my ftiend’s opportunities of observation I came to my own de- 
I set eyes on Cardinal Rampolla himself. It 
was in St. Peter’s‘on Maundy Thursday a few years ago. 

As the chapter and choir went back to the sacristy Cardinal Rampolla walked 
last, carrying the broom with which he had washed the altar. It was a weary face, 
with large nose, a long jaw, ‘a mouth not very regular and drawn down on one 
side, as if moulded i in iron and then twisted awry; a singularly uninspired face, not 
remarkable for intellect, for resolution or for power, but the face of a modest 
man and-a good man, very self-conscious, not at all self-assertive and teaving ‘the 
impression that it- was painful to him to be observed. 

The whole personality impressed ‘me with the idea of a man who lived a sub- 
dued life under the will of another, not certainly with the idea of a masterful man, 
conscious of power and accustomed to command, and least of all with the idea of a 
man who fuled through another ruler. This first glimpse of Cardinal Rampolla 
told me a good deal about his character and his position in the Vagesn, and also, 
I'thought, a good deal more about the character of Leo XIII. 

I have since seen something of Rampolla at. closer quarters, and nothing I 
know of him—noteven the enormous and I think preposterotis preponderance of 
Sicilan’ cardinals: in the Sacred: College—aftects my ‘settled conviction that Leo 
XIII is the very teal as well as the apparent ruler of the Vatican. 

The only stories } have ever heard of Leo XIII in his private relations that 
are in any serious degree hurtful or antagonistic seem to have their root in the 
adoration which his position has imposed upon him. The system which makes a 
man feel that he is above ail other men and a direct channel of the Holy Ghost 
may well be a daily and hourly strdin on his humanity Think of twenty-five years 
of such a strain and it must seem wonderful that any man‘s nature is pure enough 
and powerful enough and sane enough to escape the penalties of insanity itself. 
It is not sufficient to say that the Pope in his infallible character is a medium and a 
symbol rather than a man. He is first of all a thing of iuman flesh and blood. 

In the early days of the church the bishops and priests met together to discuss 
the mnanagement of ‘affairs. These were the days before the popes laid claim to 
temporal power, and when, indeed, they distinctly disowned and repudiated it. 
But now.the Pope is absolute, and the whole body of the church is as nothing 
against his individual will. 

The cardinals, the congregations and the councils only exist to advise and 
ccnsult with him, but whatever ‘their advice may be, his own purpose must always 
prevail. Human nature will bave-to be made of other quality than the world yet 
knows of if it is entirely to withstand the strain of a position like that. 

There is a story of how Leo XIII wanted a piece of work done at the Vatican 
and asked his councilors who was the best man to do it. He was advised that a 
certain Jesuit living in France was the proper person. “Send for him,” said the 
Pope, and the Jesuit was sent for. 

When the Jesuit arrived he put up at the Jesuits’ house in Rome.

I te}l the story as it was told to me, not by an enemy of Leo XIII, but by one 
of his closest and most devoted sérvants. I repeat it in no spirit of hostility. Hard 
and cruel as the facts appear at first sight it is not difficult to understand and to 
sympathize with the Pope’s command, The unquestioning obedience which the 
Pope required from his servants is of the essence of ecclesiastical discipline. 

The French Jesuit was a soldier in the army of the church, and, according to 
the theory of his order; it was the right of his general to require him té stand in 
the breach even at the risk of his life. 

Whether Pius 1X, with his gentle character, would have done what Leo XIII 
did is another matter. I express no opinion. My grievance, if I have atty, is 
against the absolute power which, in my humble view, no man has a right to hold, 
and none can exercise without injury to the begt part of his own nature, namely, 
that innermost part in which he is the brother and equal of all men 

Leo XIII was educated partly at the Ecclesiastical Academy for nobles siready 
referred to. It is a school for diplomacy, and after priests have passed through it 
they wait for their preferment. It was long before Pecci received his first appoint- 
ment. Rumor has it that he lost heart and even contemplated abandoning the 
priesthood.

Led the Country This Year in the Number of Gar- 


ments lade 


HE St. Louis Branch of the Needle- 
work Guild of America last week col- 
lected 6200 new garments and gave 

them to hospitals and asylums in the city. 

Proportionately it relleved more distress 
than any branch of the guild in America. 

The St. Louis branch is composed of 40 
sections. The officers of the central orga- 
nigation are: President, Mrs. J. Gilbert 
Chapman, 49 Vandeventer place; secretary, 
Mrs. George B Leighton, 803 Garrison ave- 
nue; treasurer, Mrs. R. D. Patterson, 3111 
Pine street. 

The branch started with ten sections, it 
has been built into a far-reaching, efficient 


charity organization by the efforts of the 
Christian women of St. Louis. 

Mrs. Leighton, as one of the general of- 
ficers since the forming of the branch, has 
directed the formation of sections, superin- 
tended the coliection and distribution of the 
garments. 

“That the St. Louis branch of the Nee- 
diework Guild eclipsed all records for dis- 
tribution of clothing this year is due to the 
hard, conscientious work of every individ- 
ual connected with it,’’ said Mrs. Leighton. 
“We have all worked earnestly this fall 
to make the organization more effective, 
to strengthen the weak spots and to extend 
its influence. 

“Our work is entirely non-sectarian. All 
Protestant churches are represented in the 
branch, and all receive a share of what we 
collect. 

“Each member must contribute two or 
more new articles of wearing apparel or 
household linen. Each section under the 
by-laws must collect annually not less than 
110 garments, and a sum of money, the 
amount not specified. . 

‘The Gulld is a national organization. 
Mrs. Levi P. Morton of New York is hon- 
orary president, and Mrs. Charles D. Ham- 
ili of Chicago, national president. 

“It was organized in Philadelphia April, 
1885, and is modeled after a society in Eng- 


land, founded by Lady Wolverton. The

‘In St. Louis we have grown to 40 strong, 
sturdy sections. 
deavor to give more to institutions who 
have no permanent source of income.” 

“Each section has a president, secretary 
and directors. Each section president has 
four directors, and each director and pres- 
ident 10 members. 

“There must be 10 sections in a city be- 
fore a branch can be formed. In 1891 we 
had the requisite number. Since then we 
have striven earnestly, and by slow stages 
have at last the most effective organization 
in the United States. 

“The sole object of the guild is to collect 
new garments and distribute them to hos- 
pitals, homes and other charities. New ar- 
ticles of wearing apparel or household lin- 
en will be received. Merino, unbleached 
muslin and canton flannel underwear, in 
pairs, skirts of dark flannel, flannel! socks 
and wrappers, knitted goods, night shirts, 
night gowns, sheets, towels and shoes are 
especially desirable. Fine cotton garments 
are of comparatively liccle service. 

“This year in addition to receiving more 
contributions they were of much better 
quality, and more useful. 

“Six thousand two hundred garments 
were distributed this year, shares being 
given to City Hospital, the Central Mission, 
St. Stephen's Mission, Isabella Crowe kin- 
dergarten, Markham Memorial, Bethesda 
Home and the Bethlehem. 

“The first Monday, Tuesday and Wednes- 
day in December are our branch mecting 
days. These gatherings have been held at 
the Church of the Messiah (Unitarian), be- 
cause it is centrally located, and offers 
suitable accon:modations. 

“On Monday, Dec. 2, 400 ladies met at the 
guild tea in the church. The work of the 
year was thoroughly gone over and ar- 
rangements completed for the next two 
days. 

‘Tuesday is collection day. Contributions 
from all parts of the city are gathered at 
the church. Garments are paired, and the 
share of each institution set apart and la- 
beled. The next day these are delivered, 
and we begin on the next year. 

“Do what we can it has been found impos- 
sible to meet the demand, and that we may 
extend the most practical charity we en- 
deavor to give more to institutions which 
have no permanent source of income,” 


WHITE serrer THAN BROWN BREAD 


Government Investigation Into Food Value Which Produced 
Unlooked For Results. 


HITE flour bread is more witeteboua 
W than that made from graham and 
whole wheat ficur. 
Laborers should eat white flour. bread, 
and those of sedentary pursuits should eat 


bread made from graham and whole wheat 
flour. 


These conclusions, of interest to all house- 
wives, were reached by Prof. Harry Snyder 
and other expert chemists of the agricul- 
tural experiment station of the University 
of Minnesota, after a series of digestive 
experiments made o students and em- 
ployes of the institution. 


The more or less widespread belief that 
graham flour contains more nourishment 
than the ordinary white flour is. to quote 
the Minnesota expert, “a total fallacy.” 

The subjects of the digestive experiments 
were fed for two days entirely on milk and 
bread made from the different kinds of 
flour. 


All the flour used in the experiments was 
made from the same lot of wheat, which 
was of the Scotch Fife spring variety. The 
milk was furnished by the experiment sta- 
tion dairy. All the bread was baked at the 
same time and under the same conditions. 

The food fyrnished to each was carefully 
weighed. The crust of the bread was re- 
jected, and only the moist crumb was fed 
to the subjects of the experiment. 


Later chemical tests determined the ex- 
act proportions of the bread which had 


been assimilated by the subject, and the 
part which had gone to waste. 


The basis of calculation which determined 
the digestiveness of the different varieties 
of bread was the amount of protein, or 
aikali albumin, absorbed by the subject. 
This proved to be the greatest in the case 
of those fed on bread made from white 
flour. 

Of the four men who were used in the 
experiments, none gained in weight during 
the 48-hours test. 

One man, under a diet of standard patent 
(white) flour bread, kept his normal weight 
of 156 pounds. The others lost-from 1% to 
3 pounds, 

The first subject, a student 27 years old, 
was fed on standard patent flour bread on 
the first test, and in the second on bread 
made from entire wheat flour. In the first 
case he fell ‘from 159 to 157 pounds in weight, 
and in the second from 158 to 157. The sec- 
ond test was commenced six days after the 
end of the first. In a third test nine days 


later he was placed on a graham bread 
diet, and lost four pounds. — 

Student No. 2, when fed on standard 
patent flour, lost one pound, when fed on 
entire wheat flour two pounds, and when 
placed on a diet of graham flour one pound. 

The third man, an experiment-farm 
employe, fell from 166 to 163 pounds on a 
standard patent flour diet, from 169 to 167 
pounds on entire wheat flour, and from 168 
to 166 on graham bread. 

The fourth man,: whose work was partly 
outdoors and partly in an office, was the 
least affected, and retained his weight of 
156 under standard patent and second patent 
flour, losing. 1% pounds on first patent 
flour. 

More uniform results were shown by the 
chemical tests which were made during 
the three periods of experiment. These 
showed that the greatest amoungs of pro- 
tein were absorbed, and therefore the 
greatest sum of energy derived, from the 
standard patent fiour. 

The first and second patent flours—both 
white flours—were shown to differ only in- 
finitesimally from the standard patent flour 
in nutritive qualities. 

The entire wheat bread was shown to 
rank much below that made from the three 
grades of white flour, and the graham 
bread lowest of all. 

The percentage of energy derived from 
the three grades of bread was found to be 
the following: Standard patent white, 96.1 
per cent; entire wheat, 85.5 per cent; gra- 
ham, 80.7 per cent. 

Prof. Snyder was assisted by Prof. W. 
QO. Atwater and Prof. Charles D. Woods. 
The experiments are believed to have been 
the first made to show the actual digestive 
properties of the different kinds of bread. 
Previous experiments had gone no further 
than chemical tests of the different kinds 
of bread, and such analyses had been fa- 
vorable to the coarser grades of flour. 

Other experiments were made to de- 
termine whether the ordinary proportion of 
starch f!n bread should be increased, and 
whether flour should be heated before bak- 
ing. It was, found that heating impaired 
the bread-making qualities of the flour, 
and that the gluten content rather than 
the starch content Getermines the quality 
of the bread.

That is a first impression of the delivery 
department of-a big store during Christmas 
week. In that appareft confusion, is, per- 
haps, your very bundie, the loss of which 
means much. Do not despair, it will re- 
solve itself out of the tangle and come 
swiftly and surely to you. 

Upstairs in the sales departments, glit- 
tering and full of color,, enticing you to 
spend your money, almost aie thousand 
salesmen and women are selling future 
Christmas gifts to thousands of customers. 

You buy here and buy there and the clerk 
writes your address on a piece of paper and 
sends it somewhere with what you have 


bought. fo far as you are concerned that ia 
all yon see of your purchases untfl they are 
passed in through the front door of your 
house by an exger, hurrying, bright-faced 
boy, several hours later. But in the mean- 
time much has occurred to them. They go 
to the wrapping tables and are neatly done 
up with paper and twine, are thrown on 
the chute and slide out of sight. And now 
they are in Santa Claus’ transportation de- 
partment, wher2, in these new century 
days, r2indeers with bells have given place 
to tidy rubber-tired wagons. Santa Claus 
can safely take his easc, providing only the 
Christmas love and good will that go with 
the gifts—his transportation department 
will do the rest. 

As the bundles arrive at the bottom of 
the chute, with a soft bump into other 

bundles that preceded them, they are 
born to a large table on each side of which 
stand aproned boys each with a paste pot 
and a brush.

Hundreds of messeng- 
ers and «xpress wagons privately employed 
are doing the same. Thousands of men 
and women loaded down with bundles are 
hurrving home. Ah. what

children were content with a b'ue-eyed doll, 
a jumping jack or a pair of mitts all topped 
off with an orange and a small sack of 
candy. Then you ecculd carry them aj] in 
your pack.

Each delivery wagon carries, besides 
the driver, one or two “wagon boys,” 
whose duty it is to take the bundles from 
the wagon and hand them in at the doors 
of the houses.

Louis sects are the dirt eaters, a 
community of 75 men and women 

whose Moses is William. Windsor. 

The dirt eaters take every day a spoon- 
ful of dirt. Their leader believes that grit 
is necessary to every animal, and that be- 
cause mankind will have no dirt in his food 
he is subject to many stomach troubles 
that no other animal has, 

So the dirt eater goes every day to his 
little sack of soil. He plunges a teaspoon 
in and brings it forth heaped with good 
old earth. He washes it down with a glass 
of water, smacking his lips and blinking 
his eyes as though no morsel e’er tickled 
the palate of man so deliciously as dirt. 

Dirt eating is easy—when one is @ child 
or an experienced dirt eater. At all other 
times it is hard, and it must be learned, It 
is not easy.to forget that it is dirt. It is not 
reassuring to think that the particles of 
dirt in the stomach might cause a thousand 
diseases now unknown because dirt has 
been kept out of the stomach for hundreds 
and hundreds of years.

Have you ever crossed the Channel in ‘bad weather? 
We know how to make tunnels, but England is still 
the notion of beauty in all classes Yet see what ugly, 
separated from the continent by that awful bit of sea. 

We know the laws of hygiene, and we have diffused 
the notion of beauty in all classes. Yet see what ugly 
uncomfortable, foul cities we live in. 

So far the human race has lacked daring for radical 
improvements. 

Fortunately the generations now maturing who will 
soon have totally repiaced the men now in charge oi 
the affairs of life, are being educated out of their prejy- 
dices. They do not fear. The twentieth century will 
be bold—an era of vast conceptions and realizations. 
All the efforts in ages of individuals and ill-rewarded 
research are at last to give their full results. 

Let another brief period elapse, and the telephone 
and telegraph will.seem foolishly inadequate. Your rail- 
ways of today will be laughed at as dangerous, noisy, 
desperately slow conveyances—as pitiable beside the 
railways that are coming as are now in our eyes Ful- 
ton’s steamboat and Stephenson’s locomotive. 

“Do you think the automobile will eventually sup- 
plant the railroad?” asked the correspondent. 

I do not. The two have very distinct fields of use- 
fulness. On rails only will the greatest speed demand- 
ed in the future (that is 200 to 300 miles an hour) be 
possible. ‘ 

The railroad will serve for the great arteries of traf- 
fic The automobile lines will be as the tiny blood ves- 
sels of our body, and carry the most interse life of 
civilization into the most remote rural districts. 

Indeed, I foresee usual activity in railroading. 
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Machine, 
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Hour. Houses on Wheels 
That May Be Moved 
North in Summer and 
South in Winter. 
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First, there are the great lines to be built. Even 
when connection was established, not so many years 
ago, between the ‘Atlantic and the Pacific coasts through 
your United States, nobody would admit the possibility 
of the Trans-Siberian when I launched the idea of it. 
Today the Trans-Siberian is finished. 

Well, there are other of those great highways still 
needed. Within fifteen years they may all be built. We 
may count the line from Cape Town to Cairo to be as 
good as finished, for Cecil Rhodes and the Kaiser have 
set their minds on it. 

Now, look at the map. Within ten years the French, 
who are vigorously pushing south the Algerian lines, 
will have completed the great Trans-Saharian to Bamba, 
whence three branches will diverge to reach respectively 
the mouth of the Congo, the mouth of the Niger, and 
Lower Senegal. ; 

March- 
and’s epic march from the Western African coast to 
Fashoda was to explore the region through which the 
government desired to join Dahomey and Upper Uban- 
gi to the railroad now beifg built in Menelik’s domin- 
ions by French capital and to the Nile water course. 

The Fashoda episode temporarily cnecked the pro- 
gress of this project, but the idea is still being followed, 
depend upon it.

Narow as our cell is, we cannot even have the sat- 
isfaction of touching the four walls of it. How miser- 
ably restricted our existence has been. 

The railways will soon abolish curves and capricious 
gradings. Both curves and grades have already become 
incompatible with the fastest speed obtainable. 

Two Americans it was—Prof, Frances E. Nipher and 
Dr. Wellington Adams of St. Louis -were first to 
foreshadow this evolution of our railroad. They had 
planned, and, | think, even beeun a line from Chicago 
to St. Louis which went straight as a bee-line from the 
one place to the other. They had no curves, no cross- 
ings and a uniform grade—bridges, trenches and tunnels 
did it. They proposed to run their cigar-shaped cars 
at 100 miles an hour, which is not at all excessive, twice 
that much being already very feasible on a line con- 
structed in that manner 

I feel safe in saying that within fifteen years Paris 
wil be thus connected by straight, grade lines, with most 
of the big cities of Europe. In America, St. Louis and 
Chicago, New York and Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
Washington offer excellent stretches on which you will 
no doubt see such electric lines before long. And im- 
mediately afterward, no doubt, such lines from New 
York to San Francisco, New York to Chicago, New 
York to New Orleans, and New Orleans to Chicago 
will come. All these straight trunks will emit spurs, 
also perfectly straight, that will reach important points 
on each side. 
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Sinutous toads will continue to be in use for some 
Years on very long stretches. But even on those it will 
be necessary to make the tracks rigorously rectilinear 


between stops. 

At this point the correspondent said: “The fact that 
these immense new lines will be established does not 
seem to itmply that the average man did not remain tied 
to his picket to browse in the same plot year in and 
year out. Such an outing as you outline, say from 
the drudgery of New York to the picturesqueness of a 
Siberian wedding, or of a carousal among the blacks of 
Dahomey, will always be extremely expensive. We 
have some railroads in the United States as it is; yet 
Inany of our countrymen have not climbed Pike’s Peak. 
There are Missourians who have never seen the sea”

Everything will soon be extremely cheap and abund- 
ant in the world, transportation included. First, con- 
sider that the natural products of the earth are now 
sufficient to feed-and clothe and shelter five times the 
total nopulation that they support: But under the pres- 
ent conditions our resources are wasted. In France we 
empty our wine into the rivers. because it is so plentiful 
that it does not pay to put it in barrels or ship it. 
Russia, Canada and many other countries have no 
wine. . 

In Central America fruit is rotting by the shipload, 
while in Paris we pay 5 cents for a banana. 

Under my feet this plain contains quaary stone and 
lime enough to build two cities like New York, and 
in South America there are forests that would take 
ten times the houses and furniture of the world popu- 
lation. Yet how many thefe are who have not even a 
hut to shelter their sleep! 

The trouble is the people who need them most can- 
not get at things of which there is a surplus. Mind you, 
there is a surplus of all things. 

But improved transportation and more intelligent 
social organization will soon make the natural products 
of Central Africa just as available in Chicago as if they 
grew there. That’s one thing. 

Now ccnsider a second point. 

Our engineers have for some time been engrossed 
with the possibility of replacing coal as a life-creating 
factor by other sources of force. In America, Niagara 
is half harnessed. In France within five years more 
than four hundred large manufactories have been erected 
in valleys and gorges now accessible by rail, where wa- 
terfalls already develop 1,500,000 horse-power. rn Ger- 
many within the last five years more than a million 
horse-power has been thus utilized. At Geneva the 
Rhine turbines supply such cheap electricity that every 

house and shop has it. — 

The knewn waterfalls of the world are capable of 
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six times the universal motive power in use today. 
This leaves a margain for a considerable increase, as 
you see, 

And the cost, if you please, is about one-twelfth of 
what it is when coal is used. 

Then what’s the use of coal? Coal was necessary 
during the period just ended—that is, as long as fac- 
tories had to be situated out in large distributing cen- 
ters. Now a switch and a track can go everyfhere. The 
manufactures must migrate where motive power costs 
nothing and where labor can live healthily and cheaply. 

Especially, what’s the use of coal, I ask, when the 
recent exposition in Paris that fuel can be distilled 
‘from grain, beets and wood pulp, and that at a rate 
cheaper than petroleum can be pumped and refined? 

With motive power abundant and practically inexpen- 
sive, the whole économy of our civilization changes. 
Thus multiply machinery and open the vast untouched 
stores of natural products that lie wasting in countries 
yet difficult of access, and you have universal well- 
being at hand. 

For example, transportation Iron ore is dug. hoisted 
and smelted by costless electricity; rails are coiled in 
enormous quantities at one-tenth of the present cost; 
railroad ties sawed and pulled out of the forest by a 
few men playing with levers and wire ropes; huge 
dredges are cutting and leveling immense stretches of 
roadbed; bridges are made of stone extracted and 
brought from ever so far for a mere song; locomotives 
and palace cars are stamped, cast, punched, adjusted by 
machinery and in large quantities, like those excellent 
dollar watches of yours; the automobile is bringing to 
the lines from the deep side countries such an amount 
of traffic as would make any road of today declare divi- 
dends of 200 per cent every year. Put all these im- 
mense changes together and you see at once why. with- 
in twenty years, you may be taken from New York to 
the Punjab for a carfare. 

I have already alluded to the valuc of this new instru- 
ment of progress, the automobile. 

Nothing ever invented has done more for the village 
life than the bicycle. Nothing will do more to redeem 
the rural districts from their backwardness than the 
automobile. 

It is a disastrous fact, when you come to think of it, 
that outside the cities it has been so far absolutely im- 
possible to enjoy the modern complexities of existence, 


_and that fact has done much to depopulate the country- 


side of its most valuable inhabitants. However much 
you may love pure air and the country life, it is impossi- 
ble for you to enjoy them without the penalty of living 
in sluggish slovenliness of mind and in deprivation of 
the conveniences which our forefathers’ strugglics have 
evolved.

The balloon will not displace the railway. Why should 
it? Why should we not continue to take advantage of 
the admirably reliable support the ground gives our 
vehicles? Why seek difficulties? The balloon will not 
supplant, but will supplement, surface conveyances. 

In certain applications, say for Australian passengers

HE manufacture of Christmas candy In St. Louis this year will reach the 

highest figures known to the trade, 

So great has been the demand for holiday sweets that the six large manu- 
facturing establishments have been working night and day since Sept. 10 to fill 
their orders. 

This week will see the end of this activity, 

Candy manufacturers count on Dec. 20 as the end of their year. The retail 
dealers are then stocked for the demands of Santa Claus, and as they manufacture 
the fresh goods themselves, the wholesale business goes down te its minimum 
until well into the year when the public has recovered from its holiday feast. 


If the entire output of candy were to be 
shipped from St. Louis at once it would 
take a train of 2100 cars. The average length 
of a freight car is 36 feet. Exclusive of en- 
gine, tender and caboose, the string of cars 
required would cover 14% miles, or from the 
Mississippi river to Webster Groves. 

St. Louis fs the largest stick candy manu- 
facturing center in the United States, and 
possibly the world. Each of the six whole- 
sale concerns manufacture on an average 
20,000 pounds of stick candy per diem dur- 
ing the busy season, from Sept. 10 to Dec. 
%—~a total output of 120,000 pounds a 
day. During the busy season there are §6 
working days, which means the manufac- 
ture of 10,320,000 pounds of stick candy. 
There are 25 sticks to the pound, or 258,000,- 
000 sticks in all. The sticks will averagd 
four inches in length. Placed end to end 
the whole number would make a total of 
1,032,000,000. inches, or 14,896 miles, or a con- 
tinuous stick candy line from St. Louis to 
Manila and then across Asia and Europe to 
London. 

A stick of candy is three-eighths of an 
inch in diameter. If the 258,000,000 sticks 
manufactured in St. Louis were to be set 
up side by sifle the candy line would meas-

HE candy business in St. Louis has 
T reached its highest mark this year, 
With the $1,500,000 capital invested 
here in the manufacture of candy there 
should be a return of $4,500,000. Every house 
has a share of prosperity, and each one is 
taxed to its utmost. Full night forces will 
be worked up to the week before Christmas. 
Then the bottom drops out of the candy 
business, all the stores are#wstocked and it 
takes time for the public to get over the 
surfeit of sweet things it gets during the 

holidays. 

The extraordinary increase this year from 
38,000,000 pounds, manufactured in 1900, to 
42,000,000, turned out in 1901, is partially due 
to the drought of last summer. It is a 
curious fact that whatever influence 
tends to the benefit of the grocery trade 
helps us. There is an indescribable but per- 
fectly traceable affinity between the two 
lines of trade. 

Now this year the country people are 
forced to come to town to buy groceries be- 
cause of the failure of crops. . Then they 
buy candy. Fruit will be scarce in many 
sections this winter and, at Christmas, its 
place will be filled with candy. That this 
will hold good all winter is appreciated by 
retail dealers, and they are increasing their 
orders. 

Add to this the natural growth of trade, 
and the prosperous condition of the country 
generally, and the @fference in figures is 
explained. Probably the best times this 
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country has seen are now on us. People 
have money to spend for luxuries and appe- 
tite. Out of the first industries to feel a 
tightened money market is the candy bust- 
ness. People will do without candy while 
they can afford other luxuries. 


There is hardly another business that has 
taken such strides forward in the last 30 
years as has the candy industry. Where 
one manufacturing concern existed in the 
United States in 1870 there are now 2. 

In St. Louis, where, five years ago, we got 
along with 2000 persons, we today employ. 
5000. Every factory nowadays is supplied 
with the latest machinery for candy mak- 
ing, and the majority of operators are girls. 


The young women do not now dip candies 
by hands as they once did. Sugar centers 
are put in one end of a machine and they 
come out chocolate drops already dried by 
cold air. 


The chocolate drop is king of the candy 
world in the West this Christmas. By choc- 
olate drop is included all chocolates. It has 
only been in the last few years that choco- 
lates have attained their widespread popu- 
ularity. Prior to the Mahdi’s war in the 
Soudan, in 1884-5, thé hard gumdrop was 
most sold. It was made from gum arabic. 
When the war shut off the supply manufac- 
turers resorted to a preparation that 
brought forth the soft gumdrop. 


This was never so popular as the hard 
drop, and the candy fell into distaste from 
which it was never resurrected. Of late 
years there has been a great increase in 
what Is known to the trade as staple goods. 
These run now through peanut wares, 
cream bonbons, lozenges, cocoanut goods, 
caramels and mixed candies, A candy staple 
depends entirely upon the fickle taste of 
the public. 


Every house has its novelties—new 


creams, something new in peanut goods, 
extra fine bonbons and the like—and if a 
steady trade is built up in any line it im- 
mediately becomes staple. But this Christ- 
mag we will see more chocolates of every 


form and description than we ever @w@ 
before. 

The stick-candy trade continues te grew 
despite the new things that have 
it in a measure in the cities. The small 
towns, villages and rural districts are still 


loyal, and its output has increased propere — 


tionately. 
Peppermint goods are popular in thé 


North. In the South where there is so much 


peppermint and all kinds of pepperming 
drinks are so popular, there is scarcely any 
peppermint candy sold.

fond of it and buy it in dufficitent quantities 
to more than overbalance the small south 
ern sales.

Two weeks before Christmas the towns- 
people begin to plan for the day. The audi- 
torium of the Presbyterian Church is the 
largest room in Nome, and it !s selected for 
the day program. 

The most important matter tn the pre- 
liminaries is obtaining a tree. Nome beach 
is devoid of vegetation, and for 100 miles 
back there is nothing higher than stunted 
bushes at creeks. -After traveling east for 
100 miles the shrubbery gets larger, and 
finally you get cedars, the real, Christmas 
tree. It is no pleasant undertaking in the 
dead winter of the Arctic to go inland 1% 
miles, No one could be hired to make the 

. trip for less than enough to keep from 
want until the thaw, so the Christmas com- 
mittee must depend entirely upon volun; 
teers. 

As rough a country as that is and where 

men eo often forget all that Christmas 
stands 
fact t when the time comes hard hearts 
are so touched that the worst characters 
step forward and ask that they may under- 
take that awful trip, every step of which 
is challenged by death. But so it Is, and 
there is always enough hardy spirits ceme 
forward to guarantee a tree. 

Granted the courage of all volunteers is 

* equal, and ell being equally familiar with 
the hardships and suffering the journey en- 
tails, the selection is influenced by the abil- 
ity of the dog teams represented there by 
the owners. A man must use from 12 to 
dogs on this trip, and every animal must 
be as sound as the proverbial dollar when 
the start is made, Consequently to the man 
who owns the best dogs the honor of bring- 


ing in the tree goes. No man makes the, 


trip alone, but. one is responsible. He se- 
lects one or two companions, and they con- 
tribute dogs, provisions, furs, etc., to the 
expedition. 

A long sled is pulled by the dogs in sin- 
gie traces. The sled itself, when ready for 
the start, most resembles a prairie schooner 
set down on runners. Of course the shelter 
Is much more efficient_than the ordinary 
schooner cover. Ours is heavy tarpaulin, 
with furs over that. In the bed of the 
sled are furs.'to sleep on, a little stove, 
fuel, provisions, axes, etc. With no acci- 
dents it will take over a week, say 10 days, 
to go and return. This is at forced travel- 
ing, running the dogs until they become 
very weary. 

The town gives the party a great send off, 
many sleds accompanying it for miles out, 
where, at some tavern, there is q last good- 
juck toast, and the sturdy little dogs trot 
off over the frozen snow into the almost 
impenetrable darkness. 

Then there is suspense until one glad day 
a team will come in with the report that 
as it was leaving such and such a creek, 4 
gled arrived dragging a big cedar tree.

It is then pitch dark, but the very young 
people enjoy themselves until bed time at 
9 or 10 p. m. In the evening at the largest 
dance hall in town the older people, the so- 
ciety people of Nome, have their. annual 
‘Christmas dance. It is in reality a very en- 
jJoyable and conventional affair. Admit- 
tance is by card, and these’can only be se- 
cured by persons whose characters are 
above reproach. When itis considered that 
there are many men and women in that 
country from the best families in the 
states, it is not hard to imaginé a ball in a 
mining town without liquor and shooting.

HRISTMAS comes up early in the 
Philippines. The sun is bright, the 
alr warm'‘and clear and fresh. Ev- 

erywhere the eyé roams is verdure and 
flowers—the dark green of the palms, the 
brilliant bits of color of the orchids, the 
rich bloom of the fruits. The streets of 
Manila fill early. Soldiers in khaki and in 
biue, sturdy Americans, with their incfface- 
able western ways and speech, lounge about 
enjoying the fresh air, or move briskly 
along on business. Such Spaniards das are 
left are not up and abroad s0 early, but the 
natives are, clac in holiday costume, the 
men in fresh white linen, the women more 
colorful in their simple gowns.

To the Filipino Christmas is not the holi- 
est day of the year. That is reserved for 
Baster, which is celebrated with magnifi- 
cent ecclesiastical pomp, with processions 
and masses. Christmas is a holiday. In the 
morning high teass is celebrated in the 
cathedral in Manila, and in all the churches 
in the islands, but the processions, with 
their vestments and incense and gorgeously 
decorated floats, are absent. 

The custom of giving is generally recog- 
nized, but the. gifts are very simple, or 
were until the advent of the Americans 
with their prodigal generosity changed {t 
somewhat. When you awake in the morn- 
ing your servant calls down a blessing on 
you from his favorite and personal saint, 
and gives you a flower or some fruit, or a 
basket or some little native trinket that he 
has made with his own hands. Then you 
wish him a “Merry Christmas,” which, 
from our American standpoint, he neither 
understands or appreciates, Off he goes to 
attend mass, and you see him no more for 
thet day, unless you join in the Filipino 
methods of celebrating Christmas. 

When mass is done the religious observa- 
tion of Christ’s natal day is over, so far as 
the native is concerned.

@ sorry day for the children who, unWke the 
children at home, seem shut out from. the 
day, as if it were not made for them espe- 
clally. They will.come to your.door.or run 
after you on the stfeet begging: for an: iny 
finitesimal copper ‘coin, or they ‘will offer 
you, now .that they are becoming more so- 
phisticated to American Christmas ways, a 
small gift in the expectation of receiving 
@ greater. But, poor tots, it will be long 
before they will know the great joy and 
glory of Christmas as western children 
know it. 

It i a gala day for the adult male Fill- 
pino. -He goes to mass, thence to his din- 
ner of tinola, a soup and a stew of chicken 
in one, and then to the cock fight. That 
is the sport for the Filipino. Plenty of 
cocks killed, all he owns lost or a small 
fortune won, and he has passed Christmas 
gloriously. 

Cock fighting, introduced and fostered by 
the Spanish for a century, is the chiefest 
vice of the Filipinos. Take it away and 
you have rebellion such as the curtailment 
of no other liberty will create. Away, then, 
to the cock fight. The pit consists of three 
parts. The entrance, a large rectangle, 
guarded by a woman who collects the ad- 
mission fee. The Spaniards took a larg? 
part of the proceeds of cock fighting with 
which they established schodls and buiit 
bridges and made roads. 

‘From this a door leads into a larger room, 
a sort of vestibule, or foyer, where the 
people gather before the fight. There the 
gamblers can see the birds tied by a cord to 
a bone driven into the ground like a nail. 
There are the betters, the bookmakers, the 
connoisseurs of the sport, the bird handler, 
who fastens the gaffs to the cocks’ legs. 
There bets are made, the -merits of the 
birds discussed, money -borrowed, And ev- 
eryone is either laughing, swearing or 
shouting shrilly and at-.the top of their 
voices. ;

The arena is entered from this foyer. The 
floor, inclosed by bamboos, is higher than 
the floor of the other parts of the cock pit. 
Running up almost to the roof are ranged 
seats for the spectators. During the fights 
the men swear, quarre] and shout, the wom- 
en shriek and the children cry. In the 
rueda, or arena, are the swells, the betters. 
the bookmaker and the referee’ The 
ground is beaten: down’ perfectly smooth, 
and on this tre cocks fight. | 

The. soltadores bring two cocks into the 

pit for a preliminary. One cock is a blance 
(white), the other rojo (red). Each wears 
one gaff—not a spur, but a saber as sharp 
as a razor. Bets are made. The crowd is 
hustled out of the pit, only 4he two solfa- 
dores and the gaff. fitter remain. The fref- 
eree signals to remove the sheaths from the 
gaffs, and the razor-like knives on the 
cocks’ legs glisten. 
_ The roosters are brought close together 
and allowed to pick at each other, and thus 
become irritated. The feathers around 
their necks stand up like ruff, their small, 
round eyes glisten yiclously. They are ripe 
for fighting. The soltadores set them on 
the ground .and withdraw. 

The cocks advance, their footfalls sound- 
ing on the hard floor. No one speaks, hard- 
ly breathes. ‘The birds measure one an- 
other, they cluck with threats or contempt. 
Thus they wheel, advancing and retreating 
for seyeral minutes like prizefighters spar- 
ring for an opening. Suddenly they leap 
into the air toward one another, beak to 
beak, breast’ against breast, blade to blade. 
The blows have been dexteriously stopped. 
They fight with: fury, ducking, dodging, 
Slashing, parrying. At last the blanco 
rushes, buries his sword in the breast of 
the rojo which falls dead in a pit littered 
with red and.white feathers and wet with 
blood. Bets are’pald, otWer bets made, and 
more birds are brought in to fight and die. 
This fs Christmas sport indeed. 

Those who have no fancy for the cock- 
pit play monte or ‘‘up-she-come’’—gembling 
from’ mass-time, all day and long intd the 
night. ’ 

.When'iIt becumes too dark for cock fight- 
ing she throngs pour into. the theaters, or 
go to the water side to look at the fire- 
works and make love. 

Since the Americans have taken posses- 
sion of the Philippines other Christmas 
rites have heen celebrated, chieftest of 
which: has-beqrt' the Christmas dinner. Un- 
til last Christmas this was very much Fil- 
ipino and very much unlike the American 
meal. It consisted of chicken, sweet pota- 
toes, radishes, onions and commissary jam, 
topped off with real American beer import- 
ed in bottles. Having no ice the soldiers 
packed the beer in sacks of rice chaff which 
they hung in the windows. A bucket of 
water was thrown on the chaff and the 
sack swung, pendulum fashion. The rush 
of air through the damp chaff caused rapid 
evaporation of the water and cool, beer. 

In the afternoon the soldiers went in for 
sports. There were races of all kinds, a 
foothall match, a tug-of-war and a greasy 
pole to climb. 

The Christmas dinner of 1900 did not come 
off in my command until the night of Dec. 
3i. but it was worth while when it did 
come. We were at Olougapo, on the coast: 
Our dinner was at Orani, on Manila bay, 36 
miles away. We marched through the 
Philippine jungle over an ancient and ex- 
ceedingly rough trail to get it. We left 
Olougapo at 6 a.:-m., got to Dinalupihan, 27 
miles away, at 11:55 a. m., rested and soaked 
our feet and got into Orani, seven miles 
further, at 5 o’clock. The boat had just got 
in:from Manila with our Christmas boxes 
from: home, but we were too tired to open 
them, and fell down in our quarters and 
siept for three hours, When we awoke we 
had. dinner. The boat had brought us 
Australian turkeys and cranberries; we had 
plum pudding made out of stoned prunes, 
and vegetables, as wel] as pink-fleshed ba- 
nanas and chicos and mangoes. The tables 
were all decorated with orchids and palms. 
It was a fine soldiers’ Christmas dinner, 
and’ ¢he boys in Khaki agreed that is was 
worth marching for.

Glee Among the Children 


and Forgetfulness Among 


Their Elders—Joy for the Little.

UBA Is almost distinctively a Catho- 
lic country, and-the deeply religious 
observance there of the natal day 
of the Savior is a characteristic ceremony. 
My one Christmas day there was a revela- 
tion to me. The deep reverence and the re- 
ligious fervor of all In the celebration of. 
that mest joyous event, the birth of the 
Christ, showed me at once the depth of the 
hearts of the 
people and the simplicity of their natures. 
Like all the’ Latin people, they are all fire 
and soul and touch and go. Inaction to 
them is ennul. 

‘My Christmas there was that of 1898. The 
American soldiers had nearly all arrived 
preparatory to taking over the island from 
the rule of the Spanish. That in itself was 
an occasion of joy among the Cubans. They 
saw'in us their saviors, their deliverers 


fered before 


from the yoke of bondage that for 300 years 
had been pressed upon them by the §pen- 
ish. To them this Christmas deliverance 
meant almost as much as ‘did the birth of 
Christ... 

Perhaps their opinions have since changed 
to some degree. I would not much blame 
them, for since. then ccmmercialism has 
taken the place of sentiment. The greed 
for the almighty “‘peso’’ is strong in the 
land, and they are watdhing the Amerj- 
cono with wary eye to see that his Yan- 
keeism does not get ahead of his sollcitude 
for their good, 

There is now too much. talk in the land 
of street car syndicates, of city concessions, 
of removing the duty cn sugar, of coloniz- 
ing the tnterfior for the benefit. of the to- 
bacco. trust, or. of the sugar. trust,. 
Then. it was different. They had suf- 
fered and their ancestors had suf- 
them. The Americans had 


Officials, merchants, clerks, profes- | 
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old, from the bondage that oppressed 
Therefore the Christmas of 1898 was without 
question the happlest that the Cuban peo- 
ple had ever spent, and possibly it was the 
happiest that they will ever spend. 

Their celebration began the night before 
—on Christmas eve. Early in the evening 
bonfires were lighted all over the city of 
Havana end in the surrourding suburban 
towns, where the wealthier residents: live? 

The streets were thronged with people. 
The night was ideal. I: was like a June 
night in St. Louis. The streets were full of 
venders ot fresh fruits, of confections, of 
good things to eat. 

Little children were everywhere. In the 
city parks there were throngs of them, and 
euch joyous glee was never seen there be- 
fore. They played games, they sang, they 
danced, they romped and they ran. 

Their eldera were not far behind them in 
joyousness. Thousands of men, of senoras 
and of senoritas promenaded in the parks. 
There was no class distinction that night. 
The poor and the rich walked together, 
the blacks and the whites went side by 
side. Everyone wore his or her best, and 
every woman had upon her head the man- 
tilla, that fascinating head covering that 
so sets off the beauty of the eyes of the 
dark-haired women of the Pear of the 
Antilles. 

Laughable were some of the incidents. 

hat could be more amusing, the condi- 
tions considered, than to see a gayly ca- 
parisoned Spanish captain of infantry pa- 
rading about the Plaza with his arm 
around the waist of an American army of- 
ficer? I saw not one instance of this, but 
fifty. They had forgotten the fact that but 
a week before they had been deadly ene- 
mies. They were now brothers. The Amer- 
idangs were proud that their victory was 
won and they were magnanimous to an en- 
emy that had shown himself a brave man. 
The Spanish officers were happy in the 
thought that a crue] task that most of them 
had despised, the enslaving of the Cuban 
people, was at an end. They sang together 
in the cafes, they drank to the health of 
each other, yet neither understood a word 
that the other said. It was the telepathy 
of humanity that told each the feeling and 


fhe sentiment that was pervading the mind 
ané heart of the other. Now and then the 
ridiculous character of the situation would 
strike us, and together we would begin to 
laugh—American and Spaniard. The crow 
of Cubans would stop, see at a glance the 
situntion and they, too, would begin to 
laugh. It was sheer gleefulness. Then a 
mighty shout would go up. ‘“‘Viva Ameri- 
canos!"’ and the Spanish officers would join 
in with a will. “Then everybody took an- 
other drink. 

This program was kept up practically the 
whole night long. The bonfires were kept 
brightly burning and not a church in all 
Havana was closed that night. They were 
thronged with devotees who came to say 
their confessions preparatory to receiving 
communion at the earliest mass on Christ- 
mas morning. And such devotion as I saw 
in the churches that night I have never 
witnessed elsewhere. Down on their knees 
they went on the hard floors, rich and poor, 
negroes and whites, men and women, Side 
by side they kneeled, and the prayers that 
went up were fervent in thanksgiving and 
praise of the Maker. Out doud many of 
them said their devotions and told over 
their beads. 

Christmas morning broke bright and 
clear, with a glorious sun in sight by 5 
o'clock, The first mass at the churches 
was at this hour, @nd troops and troops of 
men, women and children filed in and 
heard the priests say the mass and then 
went to the altar for communion. 

After that was over the real celebration 
of the holiday Began. Bands of little chil- 
dren were seen everywhere. They made no 
distinction as to color, although usually the 
line is almost as closely drawn as here. 
In their own neighborhood they went from 
house to house and sang their, little Christ- 
mas carols. Pretty little songs they were, 
too, with a rhythm and Hilt that is purely 
Cuban and a swing that is imparted only 
by the soft Spanish tongue.’ When the song 
was over the father and mother and others 
of the family in front of whose door the 
children sang came out and kissed them all 
around. Then there was a distribution of 
“dulces’’—of candy. If the house wag rich, 
so were the “‘dulces.’ If it wag poor, then

There 
was something everywhere, however, even 
though !t was only a bit of sugar that had 
been boiled over the charcoal bragier on 
which the family meals are sy a 

Then the children returned tet homes 
and the giving of presents began. It was & 
poor little child indeed that did not get 
something that Christmas. Possibly it was 
a dolie that could say “mamma’”’ that had 
come all the way from Paris; perhaps it was 
only a rag baby that a patient, long-suffer- 
ing mother had made for her beloved one, 
yet it was always something. 

Later in the day there was the Christmas 
dinner. This was conducted, as far as If 
could see, much as it would be‘here. Tur- 
keys they had not, but they had dishes « 
la Cubano, which they enjoyed more than 
they would turkey. My own dinner came 
from St. Louls. It had been sent down to 
my regiment by our friends at home, and 
never was a dinner more enjoyed. We 
gorged and. stuffed until most of us were 
ill. But nobody tted that. It was the 
first square meal—that is, the first home- 
matie meal—that we had had in seven 
months, and we enjoyed it. 

When the feasting was over, the real fan 
began. The Cubans stopped every soldier 
they saw and issued him this invitation: 

“Quiera Usted @ verla uno battala de 
gallos?” , ; 

We did not know what !t meant, but few 
of us failed to accept. the invitation. 

What we saw was rooster fighting; that 
was what the invitation meant. And such 
The finest. and gamest cocks in 
the world are in Cuba, and they fought to 
the death, The excitement around the pits, 
of which there were thén hundreds in 
Havana, was intense. The betting at times 
ran up to the Iimit of the better’s wealth, 
These mains were kept up to a late hour, 
but most of us wandered away info the 
city. There we found again the whole pop- 
ulation of the clty in the parks or in the 
cafes. Everyone was drinking.and every- 
one wag exuberant with happiness; yet 
the only drunken person I saw was an 
American soldier.
